i it true tomatoes should be ripened in the dark? Yes. Uf 
they are put on a window sill, as so many people are inclined 
to do, they wither and get pulpy. Light is the culprit. Even 
fairly green tomatoes will ripen to a rich red if stored away 
from light. A heavy paper bag is just the ticket. Once 
ripened, refrigerate them. Here are two good tips from Food 
in England, by Dorothy Hartley. She writes: “To skin (to- 
matoes) dip them into boiling water 1 minute. Slice with 
the core to keep in the juices for sandwiches, and against 
the core to loosen the juices for chopping up and cooking.”

Wren are apricots in season? In June and July only. Fragile 
and highly perishable, they must be stored in a cool, dry 
place, out of the light. Refrigeration helps to inhibit aging. 
Select plump, firm, uniformly golden-yellow fruit: avoid 
those tinged with green and shriveled. Best to eat them as 
soon after purchase as possible. 


Shouts raspberries be washed before refrigerating? Defi- 
nitely not. They are ripe when purchased, very perishable, 
and water tends to increase mildew. Wash under tepid, run- 
ning water just before using, lift them out of the water. 
then drain thoroughly on paper towels, patting them gently 
to absorb all the water. Always refrigerate, covered, so no 
air can reach them, in the coldest part of the refrigerator, 
without freezing. Remember, July is raspberry month. 


A re Black Bing and pie cherries interchangeable? No. The 
sweet, rich “Bings,” named after a Chinese worker who de- 
veloped them in 1875 in Oregon, are best for eating: pie or 
sour cherries (and sour they are!) are used primarily for 
cooking. Both types are tree-ripened and therefore very per- 
ishable. If not used immediately, they should be stored in 
the coldest part of the refrigerator without freezing. As is 
true of all fruits, look for cherries that are fresh, firm, and 
bright. On the market in May, June, and July.

After reading how to store parsley (April issue, Housr BEav- 
TirUL), Mrs. Donald C. Zimmerman, Palo Alto, California, 
took pen in hand to say: “After thoroughly washing parsley, 
spinach, lettuce, or anything leafy, I find the best way to get 
it really dry is to tie it in a large square towel (the lintless 
flour-sack kind works nicely) and run it through the spin-dry 
cycle of my automatic washing machine. No water enters 
the machine during the cycle; it just spins, and, oddly 
enough, does not bruise the greens.” And Mrs. Fred Wilson, 
Jr., Wallingford, Pennsylvania—also one step ahead of us— 
suggests: “Before putting the top on the parsley jar, stuff a 
sheet of paper towelling inside to absorb any moisture.” 
Good ideas we think other readers will appreciate as much 
as we did. @

It was the best of times. We were out of school. we were 
on our own. we had no children and no immediate com- 
mitments. Our funds consisted of $1.500 in wedding gifts 
and savings, and $1,000 in a traveling architectural fellow- 
ship. It was September: off-season travel rates had just gone 
into effect, the summer hordes had departed, all Europe 
would be ours to explore. 

We had each visited the major capitals of Europe once 


before, and we had the benefits of what is optimistically 


called a liberal education. This was to be a trip in depth, an 
exploration of the byways we had only glimpsed before. 
Our greatest advantage was that we would never feel rushed, 
and could remain in one place as long as it interested us, 
free to see any corollary sights it suggested. Our only obli- 
gation was to use our time well, stretching our funds as far 
as possible. 

We felt we had forever, and outlined an ambitious general 


program. England, Scotland, Wales, lreland, France, Spain,

North Africa, Italy, and Greece could be done in eight 
months, with discipline and planning. (We were wrong! ) 
The fellowship made several obscure side-trips necessary 
in search of very old or very new important buildings. and it 
became clear to us early in the planning that we needed the 
freedom and mobility of a car. Although this meant a major 
expenditure (we had to take out a car loan). it also made 
possible a form of economy not generally available to those 


who travel by train and plane—that is, camping out in Europe.

Admittedly, planning to camp in Europe is realistic only if 
you have enough experience to know you don’t hate camping. 

Once this way of life was decreed, the complexion of the 
trip emerged rapidly. We bought a 9’ by 9’ umbrella-frame 
tent ($35), big enough to sleep, dress, and cook in with some 
degree of comfort. (We later discovered the French make 
gaily colored and more compact tents, which might have 
proved even more practical.)

Paul Tuttle, whose furniture has long since indi- 
cated that youthful Californians wield weighty design 
authority, designed this white one-room shell as his 
studio-sanctum-home. It might be in Provence or on 
a Greek isle, so similar in character is this hot-pink, 
sunburned earth with its pines and sable cypresses— 
and so appropriate to the land is this austere cube. 

Its locale is really Montecito, a lofty barrio of 
Santa Barbara, looking down 1,200 feet on one side to 
the sea and city. On another side it faces head-on the 
crinkled mountains of the California coast. It stands 
aloof, lonely if you will, in a solitary quiet which pre- 
cisely fills its owner’s special needs. 

Part of each year Paul Tuttle works in Switzerland. 
On his return home, he finds the simple house and its 
deliberate severity a pleasurable contrast to his more 
baroque European ambience. Its 550 square feet, plas- 
ter walls, and polished cement floors require little 
maintenance from a man who lives alone. Furniture is 
minimal, but the famous Tuttle “Z” chair is repre- 
sented, and his glass-top, wrought-iron spiral table 
accommodates a seating group. Facing the mountains 
is his table, right, which functions also for dining. 
Sofas are beds -actually mattresses raised on plat- 
forms. Ornaments and accessories are a study in lean- 
ness and ruthless selectivity—and as distinctly the 
owner's own as his fingerprints. 

It is not everyone’s dish. But that is its significance. 
It is very much Mr. Tuttle’s own dish. So satisfied is he 
with the way the house integrates with the land and 


his needs that he refers to it as “this white oneness.”

During the past 16 years, 12,000 Fulbrights— 
international scholarships awarded at the graduate- 
school level—have provided Americans under 35 with 
the opportunity of a year’s study abroad, all expenses 
paid. Fulbright interests are far-ranging and diverse, 
encompassing the performing arts, science, the hu- 
manities, education, and the creative arts. Last year 
579 painters, sculptors, designers, and architects—all 
with four years of professional study or experience 
to their credit—applied for such government grants. 
Fifty-one of them were accepted for affiliation with a 
university abroad. The extent of these academic bonds 
varies in different countries. Painters who choose to 
study in France, for instance, or Spain, or Italy, need 
only retain tenuous contact with their assigned uni- 
versity advisers and remain more or less free to go

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Austria, on the other hand, they must attend acad- 
emies. Architects in Italy and Spain are expected 
to meet from time to time with other architects for 
seminar discussions, but in Denmark they must attend 
the Royal Academy. Designers going to Spain, France, 
and Italy have nothing more than an academic place 
to hang their hat, and remain free to work with occa- 
sional advisory consultations; in the Scandinavian 
countries, students are bound by the requirements of 
the Royal Academies. Fulbrights are forbidden to be 
out of the host country for more than six weeks during 
their academic year abroad. They receive round-trip 
transportation, tuition, books, health-and-accident in- 
surance, and a maintenance allowance geared to local 
living costs. (In England, for instance, this comes to 
about $174 a month.) The tab for all this is picked 
up by the U.S. Government with no strings attached 
except the fervent hope that grantees not only make 
the most of their opportunity, but also manage to con- 
vey to their associates overseas “‘a fair and favorable” 
impression of America. To a cynical world this sounds 
hopelessly naive, but it works. So great is the Ful- 
bright prestige that the word “‘fulbright’—printed 
in lower case—recently was incorporated as a noun 
in the third edition of Webster’s Dictionary. 


President Kennedy once referred to these govern- 





ment grants as “the classic modern example of beating 
swords into plowshares.” (Their origin and purpose 
is unique in the world of scholarships, which makes 
it impossible to compare them to other international 
grants such as Rhodes, Ford, and Marshall.) Surveys 
of former Fulbright grantees reveal that most of them 
agreed that their year abroad provided them with new 
skills and insights in their sphere of interest. More 
than two-thirds of them further agreed that it helped 
them see America in clearer perspective, and a 
lamentable three percent claimed they “learned noth- 
ing.” Fulbrights rise to the top in many professions— 
in the business world, as foreign-service officers, as 
journalists, and, of course, in the arts. To name a few, 
soprano Anna Moffo, folk singer Jean Ritchie, sculp- 
tress Lee Bontecou, graphic designer Emil Antonucci, 
city planner Richard May, stained-glass designer 
Robert Sowers, painter Jack Levine. 

How the Fulbright grants came into being has be- 
come somewhat fuzzed-over by the passage of 20 
years. It was the horns of a dilemma, not altruism, 
that acted as the propulsive force. Immediately after 
World War II, millions of dollars’ worth of American 
materials remained stacked in warehouses throughout 
the world—bulldozers, machine tools, food, clothing, 
pharmaceutical supplies—all kinds of miscellaneous 
items desperately needed by war-shaken countries. 
The quandary for these countries was a shortage of 
dollars with which to pay the U.S. for the purchase of 
such vital stocks. America neither chose to give away 
these surpluses nor to pay the exorbitant cost of ship- 
ping them home. 

In 1945, J. William Fulbright Jr., the junior Sena- 
tor from Arkansas (and a former president of the 
state university), came up with a brilliantly imagi- 
native solution and the political savvy to steer it un- 
obtrusively through Congress until it passed the Senate 
by voice vote in 1948. Fulbright had practical as 
well as personal reasons to believe the project would 
pay off. As a young man of 20, he had won a Rhodes 
scholarship which, according to him, “took a farmer’s 
son from a primitive little village in the Ozarks to 
Oxford, where he never dreamed of going.” 

Fulbright’s bill proposed to sell America’s surplus 
products for francs, pounds, liras, or whatever the 
local currency; these funds were banked abroad and 
earmarked to finance overseas studies for talented and 
ambitious young Americans. (They also provided 


travel funds for foreign students and teachers to come 


69 
to America.) So far it has cost $330,000,000 in for- 


eign currency and hard dollars (the equivalent of one 
fully armed atomic submarine! ). A distinguished but 
necessarily anonymous State Department official con- 
siders this “the most fabulously profitable investment 
ever authorized by the Congress of the United States.” 

There’s nothing gimmicky about this competition— 
its simplicity and directness provides a kind of addi- 
tional challenge. Neat, thoughtfully filled-out forms 
full of essential facts and purposes tend to beat flam- 
boyant dossiers. Slickness doesn’t pay off, but a 
straightforward approach is likely to. Evidence of an 
honest desire to absorb intangible assets and dis- 
regard possible discomforts of student life abroad 
carries considerable weight. Recommendations from 
prominent people or political figures without con- 
clusive evidence of long and close association with 
the candidate are politely acknowledged and ignored. 

Screening methods are deliberate, elaborate, and 
pertinent. Applications pass through four separate 
stages. First they are forwarded to the Institute of 
International Education in New York, a nonprofit 
organization that processes the Fulbrights as well as 
other educational grants. Next they go before a Na- 
tional Screening Committee consisting of a board of 
specialists who meet once a year for several con- 
secutive days—depending on the number of applica- 
tions being considered. Each candidate’s curriculum 
vitae is explored, debated, evaluated; so are examples 
of his work in the creative arts and the project he 
submits. This committee consists of a mix of distin- 
guished experts plus some former grantees. People 
like Dorothy Miller of the Museum of Modern Art, 
Raphael Soyer of the New School for Social Research, 
James Johnson Sweeney of Houston’s Fine Arts Mu- 
seum have at one time or another selected potential 
winners in painting. Walter Gropius of Harvard’s 
School of Architecture; Max Abramovitz, architect for 
the United Nations; and Aswin Lippe, research curator 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art’s department of 
Far Eastern art have concerned themselves with ar- 
chitecture. Dorothy Liebes, noted textile designer; 
Edgar Kaufmann, jr., architectural critic and historian 
at Columbia University; and Paul Smith of the Mu- 
seum of Contemporary Crafts have assessed candidates 
in design. 

Selections made by this National Screening Com 
mittee then go to a bi-national U.S. Educational Com-

WAND 
of Youth 


Gifted young conductors now command respect 
in a realm once reserved 


exclusively for age and experience 


By RICHARD D. FREED 


The exciting new prominence of youth, apparent 
in all phases of music, is nowhere more conspicuous 
than in the exalted realm of the conductor. 

Until recently, this had remained one field in 
which the accumulation of years was considered a 
prerequisite for recognition. Many of the great con- 
ductors of the past and of today’s older generation 
began their careers in their teens, but usually in the 
modest capacity of assistant, apprentice, or coach. 
Relatively few of these conductors had achieved real 


stature before they reached the ave of 35. 


Now, however, our great symphony orchestras, with 


more and more of their “first chairs” occupied by 
men (and women) in their 30’s, are playing for con- 
ductors even younger. Several of these young con- 
ductors, no older than 35, are men whose extraordi- 
nary talents would mark them as exceptional at any 
age, and they have become commanding figures in 
positions of prime musical importance. 

A scant 25 years ago the leading conductors were 
Arturo Toscanini, Serge Koussevitzky, Leopold Sto- 
kowski, Bruno Walter, Wilhelm Furtwingler, Willem 





Hungarian Istvan Kertész, 34, conducts the London Symphony. 


Mengelberg, Artur Rodzinski, Fritz Reiner, Sir 
Thomas Beecham, Pierre Monteux, and a handful 
of others. All these men are gone now, except Sto- 
kowski, and he, of course, is the classic contradiction 
of the calendar. 

A smaller group of men, now in their 60's and 
70’s—Charles Munch, George Szell, Arthur Fiedler, 
Sir John Barbirolli, and Eugene Ormandy—main- 
tains a connection with earlier eras. But the big ques- 
tion in music circles during the last dozen years has 
been: “Where are tomorrow's conductors coming 
from?” 

The answer is hearteningly clear now. They are 
coming from Bombay and Budapest, from Tokyo and 





Kalamazoo. And they are not just coming—many of 
them have arrived, and arrived grandly. 

The first to arrive, not only grandly but spectacu- 
larly, more than 20 years ago, was Leonard Bernstein, 
the most successful of American conductors. Mr. Bern- 
stein will be 47 next month, no longer a youngster, 
but it is undoubtedly he, more than any other single 
individual either here or abroad, who has infused the 
pulsing blood of youth into the veins of the musical 
corpus. And his own success has played a major part 
in ensuring a more serious reception for the younger

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A new generation of artists is pushing 
its way into maturity.

There is always plenty of new talent around in 
the arts—until you begin to look for it. Then you 
discover how rare it really is. 

In painting, this is especially true. A very average 
artist can produce a picture that gives an illusion of 
promise——every new development from abstract ex- 
pressionism on can be easily imitated. Painters of no 
Importance can quickly learn to turn out something 
close enough to the real thing, that has the look of 
the real thing——and since painting becomes a popular 
sport, The Look has become as pervasive in art as 
il is in cosmetics, fashion, or interior decorating. 

But eo to an artist’s studio, and the truth is out. 
When the talent is genuine, one can see in the work a 
way of thinking and working, observe a development, 


a growth, a direction. 


Brian O'Doherty, a former art critic of the New York Times, 
was most recently editor-in-chief of Show Magazine. Since he 
came to this country eight years ago. his TV program “Invitation 
to Art” has been seen nationally, and he appeared for three years 
on his “Dialogue” program on I NBC. He is now working on a 
book to be entitled Ten American Masters. He selected paintings 
for the exhibition, “Less Known and Unknown Painters,” for the 


fmerican Express Pavilion at the New York World’s Fair. 
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In searching for new talent, the image of the base- 
ball scout is a good one. For one is sizing up a native 
talent, an intelligence that may or may not be able 
to exploit it, and such mundane things as a capacity 
to work, toughness, strength of character. The young 
artist needs the virtues of persistence and honesty. 
Usually it takes years before he works his way through 
false starts, creative impasses, discouragement. Ex- 
ceptionally brilliant talent or striking clarity of intelh- 
gence enabling him to direct his own progress can 
be major aids. But both are very rare, and generally 
the prodigy runs into a lot of trouble now (of the 
artists on the opposite page, Jamie Wyeth, 19-year- 
old son of Andrew Wyeth, is an obvious prodigy). 
Just like a young ballplayer, he can be brought along 
too fast. The best dealers know this and are careful 
protectors of talent. Leo Castelli, the New York dealer, 
keeps an eye on dozens of young artists and waits 
until they are ripe and ready for their chance. 

Maturing takes longer now than it once did. Dis- 
tracted by a confusion of choices, artists now seem 
to get into their stride in their thirties. Some, such as 
Adolph Gottlieb and Paul Burlin, only came into 
their own when over 50. 

With the exception of Wyeth, the ages of the other 
artists reproduced here range from 27 to 39. All, 
including Wyeth, are represented in a show called 
“Less Known and Unknown Painters,” which I se- 
lected for the American Express Pavilion at the New 
York World’s Fair. And all have well-established 


and mature styles 





though Ryman has already aban-

All of them are working more or less against the 
immediate fashion—optical art, which has jumped 
from the wall of the Museum of Modern Art onto 
fabrics, wallpaper, and Eugenia Sheppard’s col- 
umn.

SALTING AND GARLIC: The age-old debate about which 
comes first, the cooking or the salting, brings from Chef 
Jacques an answer that seems to make good sense. He also 


adds some revealing ideas about garlic. 


JACQUES: When you salt and pepper a steak or a filet mignon 
before sautéing or broiling it. or before roasting a larger 
piece of meat. it is completely flavored during the cooking. 
You cannot achieve the same flavor if you salt and peppet 


after. The meat would be salty around but not in. It’s the 


same thing as putting the seasonings in a stew after it is 
cooked; then it is too late. But you have to be careful about 
one thing. Don’t salt the meat until you are ready to cook 
it—salt drains the meat and the end result will be dry meat. 


If you are cooking a steak, for example, it should be cooked 
just when the guests are to be seated. You put the pan on the 
fire. and some buiter in the pan and when you use butter, 


put about half a teaspoon of oil with it—not olive oil but 
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vegetable oil—because the oil allows a higher temperature 
without burning. Then season the steak with salt and freshly 
ground pepper. That way it is very good. With chicken. salt 
and pepper inside and outside. Also. you may put in some 
bay leaves. a bit of thyme. maybe parsley. or garlic—one or 
two cloves with the shells on. When the shell is left on garlic. 
you get the flavor without any bitterness. [t is not strong, as 


you may think, but very sweet and good. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Don’t forget to say that when you burn garlic, 


it is going to taste awful if the shell has been removed. 


JACQUES: Oh, yes. that’s important. If you are making Snails 
Foresti¢re* or Tomatoes Provencal*. for instance. and you 
leave the peeled, chopped garlic 30 seconds too long in the 
pan, it changes the taste of the whole dish. It is terrible— 
very bitter. That’s why. when you brown meat for a stew. 
you begin with the meat. add the onion, carrot (mtrepoix). 


and after. you add the liquid, the chopped garlic.

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TEMPERATURES: Another controversy that often divides 
cooks is the question of whether roasted meats should be 
started at high temperatures and then reduced, or cooked at 
an even temperature throughout. Broadly speaking, Amer- 
ican authorities recommend even-temperature cooking. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Start red meat at a high temperature. 


JACQUES: Especially beef. For example, if you are cooking 
a whole filet mignon, you don’t start it in the oven. You cook 
it on the fire and brown it on each side and you finish it in 
the oven, very fast. You make a sort of roast. Otherwise, it 
would boil in its juice. Fowl, also, you can cook at a high 
temperature. If it is a big one, like a turkey, you start it low. 
But chicken we usually start at 400° F. or 450° F. You start it 
on one side to get it brown and you brown it on the other 
side; after, you put it on its back and lower the temperature 
to 350° F. and finish cooking at the same temperature, bast- 
ing frequently. But if you start at a low temperature, your

Exclusive of eggs, which are also used to thicken and are a 
subject in themselves, in France the three basic agents are 
beurre manié, roux, and arrowroot. 


yacqueEs: A beurre manié is just a raw or uncooked roux— 
a mixture of butter and flour. When you have a sauce that 
is not the right consistency, you add just a little beurre 
manié—a noisette, little nut—to bring it to the perfect stage. 
It gives a sort of almond taste, a good taste, to the sauce. I 
don’t advise it for a sauce you will keep in the refrigerator, 
because the flour is not cooked. The point in making a cooked 


roux is so the finished sauce can be reheated and will keep 


the same consistency. Bechamel, or white sauce, for example. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Bechamel is the base for many other sauces, 
such as Sauce Mornay and Sauce Aurore, which can be 
stored in the refrigerator. But if the roux is not cooked, it will 
taste floury. Also, the sauce will thin out and become watery 
on standing. For a sauce you want to keep a few days, you 
must cook the roux 10 to 15 minutes in a 350° F. oven. It 
is important to remember the color in preparing these par- 


ticular sauces. They must be white, not brown. 


JACQUES: But a roux in a Sauce Bechamel that is to be 
-you need to cook it only about 3 minutes,

JEAN-CLAUDE: To make a clear, transparent sauce, such as 
a Fond de Veau or brown sauce, which has to be very lean, 
very clear, without any fat or “eyes,” as we say, on top, you 
should use arrowroot. If thickened with a roux, you have to 
cook the sauce 4 to 5 hours, very slowly, skimming con- 


stantly, to get the same result. Otherwise, it will be a mess.

JACQUES: Arrowroot is very practica 
because here in America, I think, very few housewives 
would spend the time to make the classical sauces such as 
Fond de Veau, Espagnole, and so on. Actually, you can take 
canned beef bouillon, add some carrot, onion, celery, wine, 
and seasonings, thicken it out with a little bit of arrowroot, 
and get a very good result. Canned beef gravy is also an 


adequate substitute for the classic brown sauce. 


FISH STOCK: One of the problems that may baffle many a 
cook tackling a French recipe is fish stock. Chicken and 
meat stock, or broth, can be gotten out of cans, if need be, 
but fish stock isn’t sold commercially. The idea of cooking 
up a lot of fish heads and bones with bits and pieces of fish 
has forestalled the making of many a good recipe by Amer- 
ican cooks in the home. Although bottled clam juice is a 
good, easy substitute, Jacques has come up with an alter- 
native which is clever and leaves a tasty by-product. 


JACQUES: You can get a good fish juice out of mussels— 
one of the best. Just clean the shells thoroughly, then 
put them in a pot with an onion, (Please turn the page)

a little parsley. salt. pepper, 
and a glass of dry white wine. 
Cover. and bring them to a 
boil. The mussels will open 
and give back a lot of juice, 
and with that juice you can 
make wonderful sauces. As for 
the mussels, you take them out 
of the shell and serve them as 
a garnish for the sauce. Or you may chill them and serve 
them as an hors d’oeuvre with vinaigrette, mayonnaise. tartar 
sauce, or Sauce Gribiche (see April issue, House Beautiful). 


FISH: On the general topic of fish. it was agreed that 
Americans tend to overcook one of the most delicate of all 
foods, which are tender by nature, and to neglect fresh- 


water fish. 


JACQUES: Except for trout. you do nothing in this country 
with sweet fish. I mean sweet water fish from the rivers 
and streams. In France we have many other sweet fish we 
love. For example, the very tiny ones you fry and eat, heads 
and everything. We call this dish a friture. It is delicious. 
Very crisp. I think that in general sweet fish—fresh-water 


fish, as you say—are best fried in a pan with butter. You 





salt and pepper the fish, dip it in milk and flour, and then 
sauté it, with half butter. half oil. After. you can put some 
sliced almonds over it—Truite Amandine*. for example. 
and. if you like. a spoonful of cream. Elaborate sauces usually 
go with sea-water fish. because they can take some very 


fancy sauces. Trout would be the only exception. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Also. | think we cook lobster differently in 
France. We always use a court bouillon. which is very easy 
to do. Just plain water with some vinegar in it. some white 
pepper. crushed bay leaves. parsley, onion, and one carrot. 
You boil this for one hour. Then you put your lobsters in 
and cook them 5 minutes for the first pound and 3 minutes 
for each additional pound. Take off the heat and leave the 


Icbster in broth to cool, as you would a poached chicken. 
JACQUES: | don’t put in vinegar. 
JEAN-CLAUDE: Do you use wine? 


JACQUES: No. no wine, either. But it depends on what you're 
going to do with the lobster. If you want to eat it very fresh 
and still lukewarm. with mayonnaise. the vinegar gives it a 
sour taste. | think the important thing is pepper. I put whole 
white pepper in the court bouillon. and that gives a lot of 


flavor to the whole thing. (Recipe on page LOL.) 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Yes, freshly ground white pepper—a mignon- 
ette. But [ still think vinegar—not too much. 


JACQUES: I put vinegar with the lobster when it isn’t quite 
fresh. Of course, sea water is good for cooking lobster, too, 
if you can get it. Just add one carrot and a piece of onion. 
| like to use it. too, for cooking shrimp—what we call 


crevelles grises, the gray ones. 
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SALADS: Jn America we are 
inclined to treat salads rather 
casually, Which is the reason, 
perhaps, salads never taste as 
fresh to the tongue or look as 
soigné as they do in France. 
The French baby their salad 
greens. 

JACQUES: One of the most 
delicate salads we have in France. la laitue. is more like 
your Boston lettuce. or Bibb. Also, field salad, la doucette, 


or la mache, which is very fragile. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: With this kind of lettuce you must be careful. 





You wash it in fresh water—not too warm, just off the 
cold, like under a gentle rain. And you do not handle it 
too much or it will break. After, you put it on a dry towel 


and another towel on top, and just pat it like this... . 
JACQUES: Like a baby. 


SALAD DRESSINGS: The most common dressing used in 
France is vinaigrette, which is known in this country (and 
frequently abused) as French dressing. Sauce Vinaigrette 
(see House Beautiful, April issue) is a simple combination of 
vinegar, oil, salt, and pepper. varied with mustard, fresh 
herbs, and garlic. It is used with salads and cold vegetables, 
such as asparagus and artichokes, and it can be found every- 
where in France from three-star restaurants to peasant 
kitchens. But there is a second dressing, equally simple, and 


less well-known in this country. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: This other sauce is much more fraiche. We 
use lemon juice instead of vinegar. and sour or heavy cream 
instead of oil. Of course. salt, and always white pepper. 
\ salad with this sauce we call Salade a la Creme. 

(Most cooks know, or should know, the importance of tossing 
a salad at the last possible moment, but Jacques has a vivid 


way of emphasizing this point.) 


JACQUES: The best taste happens when a salad is mixed just 
before serving. If you mix the salad 10 or 15 minutes before 





serving. the leaves look dead—as if you had put them in 
hot water. They are burned by the vinegar. Some salads. like 
escarole, are tougher and will keep longer than Boston or 
Bibb. but it is always advisable to do the mixing at the 


last minute. 


POTATOES AND KNIVES: The French have thought of 
more ways to cook the potato than anyone else in the world, 
but the simplest version is Pommes de Terre a l Anglaise. 
which is nothing more than a plain boiled potato. Strangely 


enough, this is a rarity in most American restaurants. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Boiled potatoes are something very simple to 
make, but there is a big difference if you eat them an 
hour after they have cooked or immediately after. Boiled 


potatoes are one of those things you cannot reheat.

best. Basic to them all is your personal, loving care. 

What makes home the nicest place in the world 
to be is the sense of being surrounded by people 
and things you love. In the light of a post-moving 
day, familiarity lends enchantment to the print on 
the mantle, Dickens on a shelf, rainbow sparks from 
an old candelabrum. You are warmed to set other 
household goods in place. Pots find their way onto 
hooks, china into cupboards, clothes into closets. 
Then, with furniture semi-situated, you can even face 
up to plans for the barren spots between. 

There are day-to-day basics to deal with—pro- 
visions for eating, for sleeping. for sitting and stor- 
ing and lighting.

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The “thank-you” note— perfectly painless if you follow a few simple precepts 


Nothing seems to bring out a talent for procrasti- 
nation like a thank-you note waiting to be written. 
And the irony is that the longer one puts off writing 
it, the more tender becomes the conscience and the 
more agonizing the throes of composition. 

It follows then that the first rule for painless note- 
writing is Do It Now! The sooner you write, the more 
spontaneous your note will be and blessedly free of 
that apologetic opening paragraph which can take 
the bloom off your most earnest prose. Strike while 
the need is hot, and you will not have lost Martha’s 
new address or forgotten the name of those nice 
friends of friends who took you to dinner in Paris. 
The longer you put off writing, the more possible such 
gaucheries become. (It goes without saying that gifted 
note writers keep accurate address books and don’t 
procrastinate about keeping them up to date.) 

In big seasons for giving thanks—as when wed- 
ding gifts arrive, at Christmas and birthdays, and 
whenever friends have offered you felicitations or 
sympathy—the way to keep up with the volume is to 


dispatch a few notes every day.

and how to write them 


As for the content of a thank-you note, keep it 
brief and honest. Sincerity has far more charm than 
exaggeration and florid phrases. Above all, mention 
specifically the gift or the service for which you are 
thanking the giver. Most people find it unflattering 
to be thanked in vague terms for their “kind remem- 
brance.” This is enough to make them suspect that 
the writer has written a sort of personal form letter, 
and may not even have looked at the present. 

Since brevity is the soul of this type of message, 
small notepapers, individualized cards, and informal 
folds are beautifully appropriate. (We’ve garlanded 
this page with some of the smartest currently in the 
shops.) Some busy people we know—and the busiest 
ones are paradoxically the most likely to get their 
thank-you’s off with the greatest of speed—carry a 
supply of such “little” papers in handbags or brief- 
cases. They always have the wherewithal to dash off 
a note or two in those small pieces of time that might 
otherwise be wasted—as in doctors’ waiting rooms or

MANNERS 


In the early history of our country, flags were olten 
personal in origin, crudely made, but vigorous in 
their statement. The pine tree was the New England 
meeting place, and, as a symbol on a flag, it expressed 
ideals of democracy and freedom. Where defiance 
dominated all else, “Don’t tread on me,” the flag with 
a coiled serpent, became the natural expression. But 
when the colonies finally joined under one flag, it was 
neither of these that rallied our forefathers. Many 
people and many years of history made it what it is. 

Take its colors. They are red. white, and blue 
because those were the colors of England, our mother 
country. Those colors had resulted in 1606 when 
King James combined the red-and-white St. George’s 
Cross of England and the blue-and-white St. Andrew’s 
Cross of Scotland to create the “British Union Flag.” 


Not a 





| parts of a flag are of equal importance. 


The upper quarter, near the pole, called the canton, 


has special significance, and it is often a flag within 
a flag. In 1707, Queen Anne took King James’s Union 
Flag and made it the canton of a red flag. From red 
flag to red-and-white stripes was only a step away. 
The East India Company, which carried on trade 
with the colonies, modified the British Red Ensign for 
use as their company flag. They changed the red field 
to seven red and six white stripes. It was this flag, 
with the British Union in its canton, that our forebears 
carried off in triumph from the Boston Tea Party. 
The 13 stripes made this East India Company flag 
happily appropriate to represent the 13. original 
colonies, and in 1776 they officially adopted it. 
Popularly, it was known as the Cambridge Flag, be- 
cause Washington had unfurled it in that town. The

Union was still in its canton. And it was 


But as a symbol of the crown, it couldn’t last. On 
Jone 14, 1777, the colonists removed the last vestige 
of British loyalty from the flag by substituting a 
circle of 13 stars in the canton. We call it the Betsy 
Kkoss feg, and the theory is that she made it from 
a sketch prepared by George Washington. What casts 
special doubt on the theory is that the story doesn’t 
seem to have been invented until nearly 100 years 
afier the event. Contemporary records don’t credit 
Bet y Ross. They don’t credit anybody. 

Who actually suggested stars is lost in the haze 
of history. But stars were a rather obvious choice. 
They are an ancient heraldic device. They even appear 
on Washington’s family crest. And Washington had 
spoken of our country as “a new constellation.” 


When Vermont and Ken.ucky were admitted to the 











99 
Union in 1794, Congress added two stripes and two 
stars to the flag. This 15-stripe flag was the one that 
inspired Francis Scott Key, and it is known as the 
Star Spangled Banner. The next five states to join 
the Union weren’t represented on the flag. In this 
period many variations of the flag were being flown. 

Congress finally took action. It permanently fixed 
the number of stripes at 13, and decreed that only a 
new star be added for every new state. It still said 
nothing about star arrangement. As a result, to this 
day, when a new state is admitted, the arrangement 
is decided by an executive order of the President. 

Today the flag is made in a variety of sizes and 
materials for home use. Many people, through habit 
or custom, think of flying a flag only on holidays. 
Actually, it can be flown any day weather permits. 

The 3’ by 5’ flag is the most popular. For $3.75 
you can buy one of cotton sheeting, but this is an 
economy fabric and has no great durability. At least 
twice as good, at $7.80, is a flag made of cotton 
bunting. Better yet is one of nylon ($13.60). It’s 
so light in weight the slightest breeze picks it up. 
It dries quickly, too, and the sun shining through 
it gives it a beautiful luminosity. 

The finest flag in many respects is a blend of 75 
percent nylon and 25 percent wool. It looks like 
wool, and has its dye-retaining qualities and dura- 
bility. Chemicals in the air affect it less than fila- 
ment nylon. But unlike the all-nylon flag, a flag of 
nylon-and-wool has an open weave that lets air 
through. It doesn’t respond to breezes quite so easily. 
It costs about $18. If you plan consistent use of a flag, 
buy two of the less expensive ones; one can be washed 
while the other is in use. 

How long should a flag last? The U.S. Government 
—whose flags fly all day every day—thinks a nylon 
flag is doing well if it serves three months. This

“Buy them alive!” Mrs. Leslie, of 19th-century 
cookbook fame, briskly advised her readers, adding 
slyly, “lobsters sold in Boston, already boiled, are 
always fresh and good.” 

Fortunately for the rest of the country, Boston 
no longer has a lien on lobsters in any form. They 
are available generally in good fish markets the year 
round: alive; freshly cooked, in or out of the shell; 
cooked, frozen, out of the shell, by the pound; 
canned; and, during the summer, cooked, chilled, out 
of the shell, by the pound. If your fishmonger fails 
you, you can always order them by mail direct from 
Maine. 

Like Mrs. Leslie, we believe in cooking lobsters 
at home, for the simple reason the end result is 
worth the effort. But for those who take a dim view 
of plunging these crusty, kicking—they must be alive 
and kicking—crustaceans into a kettle of boiling 
broth, there are these other alternatives. 

This time of year, fresh lobsters are more abun- 
dant and somewhat less costly, but they are never 
found on the bargain counter. 

Traditionally, Americans have always cooked lob- 
sters in boiling, salted water, or sea water. At House 
Beautiful, we have found that when cooked in a 


good, court bouillon, timed exactly, then cooled in

To Cook Lobsters in Court Bouillon 


Place 1 or 2 carrots, coarsely chopped; 2 large 
onions, sliced; 6 stalks celery with tops, coarsely 
chopped; 3 crushed bay leaves; 1 teaspoon dried 
thyme; | teaspoon peppercorns, crushed; 3 or 4 table- 
spoons salt; and about 4 quarts cold water in a very 
large kettle. Bring to a boil, then simmer for 1 hour. 

Bring broth to a rolling boil, plunge in live lob- 
sters, one at a time, so as not to stop broth boiling. 
(A live lobster has its tail curled close to the body. 
It will spring back when straightened.) When all 
lobsters are in the broth and it has reached a roll- 
ing boil again, begin timing. Simmer 5 minutes for 
the first pound and 3 minutes for each additional 


pound. Cool in the broth.

snaps and cracks in the wind. A 
flag made of bunting doesn’t fly 
so energetically. In daily use, it 
will last six to eight months. If 
you fly it only on fair-weather 
weekends and holidays, it can 
last for years. 

Keeping a flag in repair is im- 
portant. The bar-tack stitch at 
the corners on the fly end of the 
flag (the side farthest from the 
pole) are the weak points. If it 
is not retacked immediately when 
it starts to come loose, the flag 
can quickly be whipped to shreds. 

To fly a flag, you need a staff 
or a pole. Ones made of wood, 
steel, aluminum, and fiber glass 
are available. Wood and _ steel 
poles require painting, but it 
doesn’t take a steeplejack. An ex- 
tension ladder will service almost 
any house pole. 

The most popular flagpole 
height for a house is 20’. A flag 
looks best if its length is 25 per- 
cent of the pole height, so a 3’ 
by 5’ flag is just right for a 20’ 
pole. A pole that high, in alumi- 
num, costs about $140. It includes 
an extra 2’ of length that fits into 
a socket in the ground. The pole 

is in two sections and is easily 
removed for storing or transport- 
ing. It tapers from 3” at the bot- 
tom to 2” at the top. A somewhat 
more slender three-section 15’ 


pole sells for about $55. Poles 
usually include a ball for the top, 
halyard, cleats, sheaves, and other 
hardware. 

An eagle at the top of the pole 
instead of a ball can be a hand- 
some feature. It may cost as much 
as the pole. A copper-and-bronze 
eagle with an 18” wing span sells 
for $144. One with a 12” wing 
span costs $70. A weather vane, 
topped by a flying eagle on a 
ball, adds about $30 more. 

Holders, wall brackets, and 
lawn sockets offer quick and in- 
expensive means of displaying 
the flag. Most of these cost from 
$2 to $10. Poles to fit them are 
in about the same price range. A 
complete set of porch or lawn 
socket, pole, ornament, and flag 
can cost as little as $6. A 3’ by 5’ 
flag usually flies from a 6’ pole, 
a 4 by 8’ flag from an 8’ pole. 

It makes sense to fly a flag 
where you can see and enjoy it 
most. That’s why a weekend or 
vacation retreat is a natural. And 
having a flagpole, we can run up, 
on appropriate occasion, decora- 
tive, nautical, weather, cocktail, 
and other all-in-fun flags. 

Follow your natural instincts 
and you're unlikely to go wrong 
on how to treat our national flag 
with fitting respect. Run it up 
the pole briskly, lower it slowly.

The proper procedure for fly- 
ing a flag at half-staff is to raise 
it to the top of the pole, then 
lower it into position. When the 
flag is taken down, first raise it 
briefly to the peak. On Memorial 
Day, the flag is flown at half- 
staff until noon, then at the peak.

For 
those purposes get red, white, and 
blue bunting. Never use the flag 
for advertising or commercial 
purposes.

Mr. Ozawa, now only 29, is also 
the musical director of Chicago’s 
Ravinia Festival, and this fall will

begin his new duties as music 
director and conductor of the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra. He 
was graduated from the Toho 
School of Music in Tokyo, studied 
with Herbert von Karajan in Ber- 
lin, and has won an impressive 
array of awards on three con- 
tinents. He has toured with the 
Philharmonic and conducted most 
of the major orchestras here, in 
Europe, and in Japan. 

Despite his youth and his de- 
ceptively boyish appearance, Seiji 
Ozawa is warmly regarded and 
deeply respected by seasoned or- 
chestra. men, several of whom 
have likened him to the late 
Bruno Walter, both for his ma- 
ture insights and his thorough 
grasp of his craft. 

Lorin Maazel, an American 
born in suburban Paris and edu- 
cated in this country, first at- 
tracted attention as a conductor 
at the age of nine. At eleven he 
was invited by Toscanini to con- 
duct the NBC Symphony Orches- 
tra. By the time he was 20, he had 
organized a string quartet and 
was associate conductor of the 
Pittsburgh Symphony. At 30 he 


‘became the youngest conductor 


and the first American to conduct 
at the Bayreuth Festival, the 
sanctum sanctorum of Wagneri- 
ans. 

Mr. Maazel now has conducted 
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style or subject, the majority of 
these works has an acute sense 
of the exquisite, the pretty, the 
subtle. Beauty has made a come- 
back. It is no longer a word that 
makes people sick. Yet the major 
point for me, in this selection, is 
that behind these goodies, beneath 
the cosmetic delights, are real 
faces and tough minds. 

Modern art now is more directly 
involved with society than it has 
ever been. As one critic said, the 
war of the classes is now con- 
ducted on the level of taste. And 
the artist is invited to become an 
entertainer, a buffoon, a happy 
child in the social playpen. The 
valuable thing about these artists 
is that they preserve unyielding 
standards of excellence while be- 
ing responsible to the observer. 
They generously offer much, but 
they completely resist debasement 
into decoration. All these new 
talents demand respect. Whether 
they get it or not depends as al- 
ways on the capacity of the public 
to give it to them. @ 


in Australia, Israel, South Amer- 
ica, the Soviet Union, Japan, and 
virtually every musical center in 
Europe. He is a regular guest 
conductor of the New York Phil- 
harmonic and the Metropolitan 
Opera, and has made dozens of 
significant operatic and symphon- 
ic recordings in London, Vienna, 
Berlin, Tel Aviv, and Paris.

potatoes either, because they 
have a peculiar taste, and you 
know they have been reheated. 
Peas, carrots, and a lot of other 
vegetables can be reheated and 
it doesn’t make any difference. 
But I tell you, there is a way to 
keep boiled potatoes. Cook them 
something like 20 minutes or touch 
them with the point of a knife to 
see if they are cooked. Then, just 
add a big cup of cold water to 
stop the cooking. You put them 
on the side; it doesn’t hurt them, 
as long as they don't get cold. 
There is, of course, a limit to the 
time they can stand. When you 
cook potatoes at home, after they 
are finished cooking dry them oft 
quickly over a flame or shake the 
pot out the window. 


This reporter noted during the 
course of the conversation that 
reference was frequently made to 
using a knife for testing, whereas 
most cookbooks instruct the cook 
to test with a fork. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: If you feel, say, po- 
tatoes, with a small, sharp-pointed 
knife, it makes only a thin hole. 
It doesn’t hurt the potato and 
you don’t see it. A fork doesn’t go 
right in because its ends are thick, 
and you make several holes. When 
you test potatoes or any other 
vegetable with a knife you can 
feel—and I really mean feel—it 
better. It’s a matter of esthetics, 
too. 


THE WHISK, WHIP, OR 
FOUET: No tool is used in the 
professional kitchen 
the wire whisk, whip, or fouet. 
Fouets come in many sizes. Once 





more than 


you have learned to use a whisk 
you will become as addicted to it 
as the professional chef is. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: There are basically 
two kinds of fouet: one, to whip 
cream and egg whites, which is 
much, much bigger that the other 
kind, and the pieces of steel are 


very thin and “whippy.” 


JACQUES: Yes, the strings them- 
selves are sort of fluffy, you know, 
so when you beat cream or eggs, 


the air goes in. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: The other kind of 
fouet is smaller, stronger, and is 
used for beating something firmer, 
like a Sauce Bechamel. If you 
whip the sauce correctly, you will 
not have any lumps. But you 
must beat very vigorously just 
when you put the liquid in. You 
cannot do the same thing with a 
spatula or wooden spoon. Also, 
when you are thickening a sauce 
with beurre manié, you must use 


a fouet or the beurre manié will 
stay in lumps. 


JACQUES: There’s something more 
about beating egg whites. When 
you finish beating the eggs, you 
cannot leave them just like that 
for even five minutes or they will 
“fall down.” You have to keep 
turning them slowly or they will 
break up and you cannot bring 


them back. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Another thing: to 
make the egg white beat up bet- 
er, put a very thin pinch of salt 
in at the beginning. 


JACQUES: Or, maybe, two or three 
drops of lemon juice. 


PATES: One of the most famil- 
iar of French foods to Americans 
and one that seems to take on 
many different flavors and forms 
is the paté. Every French restau- 
rant, here and abroad, has its 
paté maison. 

JACQUES: Well, they all call it 
paté maison. Actually, a paté is 
just a loaf. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: But it’s called a 
paté maison because every house 
makes it in its own way. You find 
it almost all over New York writ- 
ten paté, and actually there is not 
one which is a true paté because 
a paté should be in a crust, you 
know. 

JACQUES: In a pdté dough. What 
they call here paté is more like a 
terrine. You know, a sort of loaf 
usually made of half pork and 
half veal, or half pork and duck, 
or venison or chicken. And you 
call it by the name of the thing 
you add to the pork. If duck, Ter- 
rine de Caneton. Pdtés are very 
much appreciated in France and 
they are a lot of work to make 
properly. Here, in this country, a 
paté is not much appreciated be- 
cause it is considered only a loaf, 
a sort of a dressed-up meat loaf. 


VEGETABLES: The French have 
a way with vegetables, and the 
method of frequently 
seems to run counter to our mod- 
ern American tendency to use 
very little water and a tightly 
covered pan. This is, essentially, 
steaming. 


cooking 


JACQUES: Green vegetables, espe- 
cially, we cook in lots of water 
with lots of salt, and we never 
cover them. Then we boil them 
very fast and refresh them even 
faster. I'll explain what I mean 
by refreshing. Take, for example, 
string beans. You put them in 
boiling water—just a handful at 
a time—so the water keeps boil- 
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ing. You boil them very hard and 
when they are cooked, but still 
firm, you put them in fresh, cold 
water to stop the cooking fast. 
But don’t put them under a fau- 
cet because it runs too hard and 
will break delicate vegetables. So 
you wrap a towel around the fan- 
cet and let it hang into the pan 
itself. The water goes in the towel 
and filters onto the vegetables. 
The cold water not only stops the 
cooking but it keeps the vege- 
tables very green. Afterwards you 
drain and reheat them very quick- 
ly in boiling water or hot butter. 
By refreshing the vegetables like 
this, they are going to look nice— 
very green, very firm. Just the 
way they looked when you 
stopped them cooking. And this 
way of handling vegetables, I 
think, is one of the biggest differ- 
ences in cooking between our 
countries. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: But the vegetables 
for you are not very important, 
no? Here you boil them and put 
them on a plate just like that, 
plain, and stick a piece of butter 
on them. We do so many things 
with vegetables. Hundreds of » 


things, I am sure. 


CAKES AND DESSERTS: 
Jean-Claude, an all-around chef « 
who specializes in pastries, found 
many significant differences be- 
and French 
cakes—particularly the sponge 
cake which, in France, is called 
génoise. And this leads to an in- 
triguing discussion of the French 
approach to desserts. 


tween American 


JEAN-CLAUDE: The génoise is one 
of the most important basic 
French cakes and with it we make 
a lot of different cakes—maybe 
fifty kinds. It is really about the 
same as your sponge cake but a 
little heavier, because we some- 
times put butter into it and al- 
mond flour. In the génoise we 
never use baking powder. We 
only use the eggs to make it lift, 
and we warm the eggs a little. 


JACQUES: In France, if a woman 
receives some guests she will 
make a big cake to serve in the 
afternoon with coffee or tea. Sort 
of a génoise. Very colorful. Ter- 
rific. But for dinner she will serve 
an entremet, like Pommes Bonne 
Femme or crépes. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: Yes, or some other 
kind of entremet. 


Jacques: Entremet you don’t 
know in this country. It is a des- 
sert, but not as heavy as cake. 
Génoise is not very often served 
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for dinner but for tea or for an 
anniversary or a birthday. 
_JEAN-CLAUDE: In France when 
you eat, it’s usually for two or 
three hours, and if you bring a 
big sponge cake at the end, it is 
very hard to swallow. So we have 
very fancy small pastries that are 
just one bite, and nothing else. 


JACQUES: Actually, a heavy cake 
at the end of the meal is some- 
thing shocking. You have to have 
something more delicate, like an 
entremet. It must fit with the rest 
of the menu—be part of the 
whole thing—something imagina- 
tive. Maybe something that breaks 
the uniformity, something swift. 
JEAN-CLAUDE: To me, an entremet 
means a souflé (March 
House BEAUTIFUL) or a soufflé 
glacé, crépes suzette, fruit dessert, 
a bavarois*, or a sort of rice pud- 
ding called Riz Imperatrice. 


issue, 


JACQUES: Or an ice cream 
a bombe. You know something, 
the ice creams are much better in 
this country than in France. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: I wonder why they 
put “French Ice Cream” all over 
because we do not have such good 
ice cream in France. 


JACQUES: We have some, but 
mostly in restaurants. French peo- 
ple just don’t buy ice cream. No- 
body’s used to eating it. 


JEAN-CLAUDE: I think ice cream 
started in China about 3,000 
years ago. They put fresh fruit 
or wine and snow together. Some- 
thing like a sherbet, I suppose. 


Jacques: Then the Chinese gave 
it to the Italians, the Italians to 
the French, and now the Ameri- 
cans make it the best. 


Here are the young chefs’ re- 
cipes for a few of the dishes: 


Snails Forestiére 


40 large (2 to 2% inches) white 
mushrooms 

Vegetable oil 

Salt 

Pepper 

Snail butter (recipe below) 

2 cans (414-ounce size) snails, 
drained 


Wash the mushrooms under 
tepid water, dry, and break off 
the stalks right to the crown of 
the mushroom (the stalks can be 
turned into a good mushroom 
soup). Coat the mushroom caps 
and 2 large pans lightly with oil. 
Salt and pepper the mushrooms. 
Place the mushrooms in the pans, 
crown side up, and bake in a 
preheated 450° F. oven for 10 to 
12 minutes.

Britain and Ireland, and by the 
time we left for France, both the 
joys and the miseries of camping 
in the off-season were quite plain. 
Let us count a few obvious bless- 
ings: We traveled close to the 
land. We could feel the changing 
seasons. We could sit and watch 
the sunset. For very little we ate 
well and _ deliciously—regional 
sausages and cheese, fresh bread, 
and local wine. The money we 
saved on hotels and regular meals 
made possible glorious splurges 
on the finest cuisine the country 
had to offer, and let us be delight- 
fully pampered on the one night 
a week we spent in a hotel in 
real beds and with hot baths. Had 
we spent all our nights in hotels, 
some of our memories of palatial 
splendor would no doubt resume 
their proper perspective. 


\\ E never had trouble finding 


a camp site—indeed, we enjoyed 
(Most 


European travel information bu- 


being alone every night. 
reaus publish lists of established 
camp sites, which are well marked 
with road signs in the town cen- 
ters.) When no camp ground was 
open nearby, we simply asked a 
farmer if we could pitch our tent 
in a corner of his pasture, and be- 
cause it was off-season, no one 
ever refused us. 

We met more people than we 
possibly could have by staying in 
a hotel and passing on the next 
day. At our very first camp site, 
outside Cambridge, our fellow 
camper became a fast friend, and 
on our return to London insisted 
that we stay with his family for 
two weeks. Near Killin, in Scot- 
land, a farmer and his wife 
brought us out of the drizzle and 
into their kitchen for homemade 
shortbread and scalding sweet 
coffee. We camped on the very 
edge of Loch Ness in the field of 
a retired gentleman farmer, com- 
fortably close to an RAF squad- 
ron on weekend field maneuvers 
—‘‘comfortably” close because be- 
lief in the Loch Ness monster is 
no joke there, and one cannot 
help feeling a trifle uneasy at the 
sight of the nearly black, wick- 
edly cold, still water. A French 
traveling salesman who lives in 
a trailer, invited us in out of the 
December cold for coffee, cookies 
and cheer, which lasted the better 
part of a bleak Sunday. 

For all the benefits of traveling 
off-season, do not mistake it for 
an idyll. Camping is cold. As fall 
blew into winter, our gear in- 


creased. Sweatsuits replaced flan- 
nel pajamas, and a_ pressurized 
gas heater became a_ necessity. 

The same mixture of delight 
and difficulty applies to seeing 
Europe in the off-season, as to 
camping in it. The short winter 
day is a major problem. By the 
end of November in England, it 
is totally dark by 4 o’clock, and 
this cuts down on sightseeing to 
an alarming degree. 

Although many of the great 
private homes which are open 
to tourists in summer were closed, 
we were lucky to see some on the 
strength of our credentials as 


traveling architecture students. 
On the days when we wandered 
through the grand and_ stately 
rooms, we were fervently glad to 
have come at the wrong time. 

Museums and galleries display 
not the wonders-of-the-past-for- 
tourists, but often current works. 
The Stedelijk Museum in Am- 
sterdam has the world’s greatest 
collection of Van Goghs—over 
300—but only 20 were on view 
when we hurried there at the 
end of our trip. 

If the museums were showing 
collections to interest their citi- 
zens so were the theaters and 
the opera. We were in Europe “in 
season” in a very real sense. 

We had to face, with regret, the 
hardest lesson of travel: You can 
haste— 


sce many countries in 


and superficially—in a short 
time; you can see a few countries 
in depth in a longer time; but 
you simply cannot see a lot of

Oa stay in southern France 
was the last of our unhurried ex- 
periences. We lived in a small 
and prosperous French village in 
the pre-Alps above Cannes, in a 
rented house that looked out over 
a valley and the Mediterranean. 
We had the rare chance to meet 
and make friends with French- 
men, who are rather difficult to 
get to know quickly. 

At the end of February, when 
it was time to leave, we realized 
that we would have to perform 
major surgery on our plans for 
the remainder of the trip. Regret- 
fully, we relegated Spain, North 
Africa and Greece to “next time.” 

After France we joined the 
ranks of the rushed. Our month 
in Italy was scheduled to exhaus- 
tion. Perhaps because we spoke 
only broken Italian, perhaps be- 
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cause Italy was suffering its worst 
winter since 1789, and because 
camping was apparently neither 
so organized nor so accepted, as 
in Britain and France, we de- 
cided in favor of the small hotel. 
We saw Italy as many tourists 
see it, and we did not gain the 
same feeling for the country and 
the people that we gained earlier. 


Bact we stayed in hotels in 
Italy, and because we hurried in 
Italy, while our memories are de- 
lightful, they are conventional.

wind; the chateaux of the Loire, 
where we always had a personal 
guide and special bits of the fam- 
ily history; Pompeii, where we 
seemed almost to interrupt the 
dead in their daily errands; and 
Paestum, ruined Greek colony, 
we nearly surprised the 
among the wildflowers 
which grow about their temples.

Ae blueberries and huckleberries the same fruit? Yes and 
no. The size of the seeds determines the difference. The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture says: “Berries with small seeds 
are blueberries; those with 10 rather large seeds per berry 
are huckleberries.” Huckleberries, however, only grow wild; 
blueberries are both wild and cultivated. Those in the mar- 


kets now and through August are big, blue, and sweet. 


What exactly is a nectarine? A “fuzzless” peach, though 
smaller, with firmer flesh, greater aroma, and a distinct flavor. 
It is known among botanists as a “sport,” or mutation. The 
trees, leaves, and seeds of both the peach and nectarine are 
indistinguishable, and either tree may produce a fruit which 
is half peach, half nectarine, and another time produce a true 
peach, a fascinating, inexplicable horticultural phenomenon. 
Our native fruit is at its best in July and August. The delicate 
skin makes them unusually susceptible to damage, so, when 
buying, take care to choose plump, firm, well-colored fruit. 
Once ripe and ready to eat, store, covered, in the refrigerator. 


Nectarines may be used in any recipe calling for peaches. 


Hon can you tell if a watermelon is ripe? Color is the best 
sign. It should be a deep, rich color (this varies from green 


> 


to gray) on top with a yellowish underside. The old “thump- 


ing” test can be practiced only by experienced fruit vendors. 
Unlike other types of melons, often mistakenly served cold, 
watermelons are most refreshing when served chilled. In 
season in June, July, and August. 


Loss long can you store fresh corn in the refrigerator? As 
short a time as possible after it has come from the garden or 
market. Four days is the maximum time if you want any of 
the milky goodness left but, as any corn lover knows, the 
sooner it is cooked, the sweeter and milkier it is. But note 
well, it must be refrigerated, wrapped in film bags, or it will 
lose half its flavor even in one hot, summer day. In buying 
corn, look for fresh, green husks; bright, plump, milky

C an you cook white peaches? You can, but as the Fresh 
Fruit and Vegetable Association points out, “They are the 
most delicate of all peach varieties, with an exquisite flavor, 
and deserve to be eaten out of hand. Since the supply is 
limited, they are more cosily than the yellow Freestones and 
Clings. The latter, because of their firmer texture, although 
excellent eating, are better for cooking.” As a matter of 
interest, peaches are defuzzed mechanically these days, mak- 
ing them almost as smooth as nectarines. In buying peaches, 
choose those with a yellowish or creamy background (green 
indicates they were immature when picked) and firm to the 
touch. A “blush” may be present, but red color does not 
indicate the peach is edible. Avoid soft peaches unless they 
are to be eaten immediately. Peaches will ripen rapidly at 
room temperature, away from light, so if you want to slow 
down the process, refrigerate them, always remembering to 
serve them at room temperature to savor them at their best. 


June, July, and August are the peak months.

AUGUST HECKSCHER 
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“| happen to be a city man”

Americans have not traditionally loved the city. 
Their dream was of a pastoral existence. and well 
into the Twentieth Century, when they had become 
overwhelmingly an urban people, they still cherished 
the thought that the farm was their true home. They 
—or their grandfathers—had come from the farm; 
perhaps one day they would go back. 

Meanwhile our cities grew up in neglect and often 
in ugliness. The crowded, lively scene was for its 
citizens only an episode, and they passed through 
it, hopefully on the way to somewhere else. 

Of course there have been defenders of the city. 
Bostonians have nearly always loved their Boston; 
everyone has loved San Francisco. In Lafeadio Hearn, 
New Orleans had its devoted enthusiast, and E. B. 
White has sung his hymn of praise to New York. It 
is significant, however, that Mr. White defends New 
York on the somewhat paradoxical ground that it 
isn’t a city at alk, but a collection of neighborhoods 
and not very different from the small town from 
which New Yorkers are all supposed to have come. 

| happen to be a city man, and a New Yorker be- 
sides. The difficulties of this position [ know well, 
having made more than one attempt to escape. A col- 
lege seemed, once. the ideal place to live and work. 
Afterward, when the war had revived in so many 
of my generation a sense of roots and a desire for 
origins (even if the origins had to be artificially 
contrived!), I edited a newspaper in an upstate town, 
living on an elm-shaded street and walking to work

past houses that sheltered a remarkable assortment 
of varied and vivid individuals. 

I have also had my love affair with a farm. I 
still ache a litthke when I think of that and of all 
the fond illusions that went with it. But in the end 
all these visions faded—the college. the farm, the 
upstate town—as each time the great city pulled 
me back. Now [ watch rather smugly as friends who 
had gone to the suburbs to raise children come back 
to town, trying to look as if they had never left. 

My own experience may be somewhat typical of the 
mixed feelings that people today have toward the 
city—the attempts to persuade themselves that they 
can escape its web and the inevitable and often 
rather delighted return. This is a generation that 
comes away from the dark woods and the shaded 
mountain resorts to disport itself in the sun along 
the sea. It also emerges from suburban myths—the 
search for a romantic retreat in withdrawn and hid- 
den places—to accept the challenge of urban life. 
Hardly a city across America today fails to show 
its new high-rise apartments, frankly seducing the 
citizen back to the metropolitan life he had_ fled. 
The small college away from the city—the old dream 
of an academy in the wilderness—suffers an inevit- 
able disadvantage. Men and women of all ages want 
What, in the end, the city has to offer them: the variety 
and contradiction of human types, the excitement of 
the ever-changing scene, the delight of the arts, and 
the kind of freedom that has its home in a crowded 
and anonymous seclusion. 

It is significant that a recent gathering in Wash- 
ington, held under White House auspices to dis- 
cuss “natural beauty,” spent at least half of its 
time talking about the city.

Never underestimate the importance of just one per- 
son’s interest—when restoration is involved. Time 
and again, as documented throughout this issue, the 
interest of one has led to that of others, and whole 
sections of a city have been revived.

Beau Bogen, a lawyer-turned-real-estate-man, was 
first attracted by Scotty’s Barber Shop (before and 
after pictures above) and pioneered the restoration of 
this down-at-the-heels neighborhood.

In the late 19th Century. this building was designed 
to turn out printing for the American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society.

On the corner of Dauphine Street in the French 
Quarter of New Orleans, Dr. and Mrs. Theodore A. 
Gross bought a beat-up laundry. The building was 
crumbling and plastered with posters, but the Grosses 
identified it as one of a scant half-dozen early Creole 
houses that survive. The title to land and house could 
be traced back to 1803. The sweeping roof made of 
slate shingles, the mud bricks mortared with lime (ob- 
tained from local oyster shells), all bespeak the 
period. With the help of Architect James T. Dent and 





a study of old foundations and legal drawings, it was 
possible to submit plans that the stringent Vieux 
Carré Commission considered suitable. (All new 
building is strictly controlled in the Quarter.) The roof 
was repaired; so was the original millwork—inside 
and .out—or copied wherever necessary. Partitions 
were torn out to give proportion and elegance. The 
slave quarters were restored to use as an independent 
guest house, shrubs and flowers line the brick patio, 


and an area was specifically set aside as a dog walk.

Geraniums on the steps of a brownstone, the colorful splash of petunias 
and cascading ivy in a window box, a fringe of trees edging a terrace on 
the 40th floor: What a difference they make in the city! Living plants 
sotten the hardness of man-made materials and give us the reassurance 
that our natural pace is closer to the changing seasons than to the hand 
of a watch. 

As the startling masses of city architecture reach higher and higher, 
they offer more spectacular settings for gardens, but they call for special 
ways of gardening. Because the spaces are so small, by country-garden 
standards. the art of illusion becomes a necessity. We can diminish the 
size of the trees and shrubs that are further from the eye to increase the 


sense of space, or use scaled-down statuary in the “distance” for the same 
purpose. And we can use the city itself: A city rooftop surrounded |y 
vast or small amounts of what the Japanese call “borrowed scenery” can 
become a serene and secluded garden. 

Sometimes the “scenery” must be screened out. But even this can pro- 
vide a means of extending the sense of space. In recently doing a garden 
for a midtown Manhattan apartment, I was faced with the problem, high 
in the sky, of neighbors who were much too close. The solution was a 
trompe Coeil on marine plywood panels to create the illusion of a series 
of arched trellises disappearing into the distance. 

\s one who must sometimes use such frauds, | am encouraged by the 


thought of Sir Osbert Sitwell that “. . . forgery is not a crime unless 


it fails to deceive.” Further magic is needed (Please turn the page)

in a small garden. The sound of water, purling gently in a stream or 
falling quietly into a pool, is like soft music. The sound is a joy to the 
ear. soothing to the most tattered nerves. cooling on the hottest day. The 
movement is fascinating to the eye. No garden is complete without it. 

Fragrance is especially welcome in the city. What could give more 
pleasure than the lovely night odor of moonflower or tobacco plant, or 
the daytime fragrance of dianthus or honeysuckle, or thyme crushed under- 
foot? These and other sensitive details heighten perception and make 
more complete the pleasure of the garden. (Editor’s note: For more on 
this subject, see “Fragrances That Bloom in the Night,’ in the June 
issue of House Beautiful. ) 

Soil in the city is seldom what you need or where you need it for 
a garden. Planting in containers is a good way to solve the problem 


of putting the right plants in the right soil. (Please turn to page 128

Although this tumult in our cities is relatively 
new and still growing stronger, it is not at all incon- 
sistent with older aspirations. Charleston, South Caro- 
lina, had a museum of art, history, and natural 
science before the Revolutionary War. Philadelphia, 
New York, and Boston were early centers of culture. 
And the tremendous diversity of cultural activities 
that is so prominent today was noticeable even in the 
early Nineteenth Century, when there already existed, 


in addition to embryonic collections of art, societies

for the study of natural science, archives for the pres- 
ervation of historic documents. botanical gardens, and 
a lively public interest in flamboyant oratory and the 
performance of music. 

Today, each of our cities is doing something dif- 
ferent, according to its needs and interests. In Seattle, 
the buildings put up in a 74-acre park for the “Cen- 
tury 21” World’s Fair of 1962 are now part of the 
Seattle Civic Center. Here the Seattle Art Museum, 
well known for its contemporary, Oriental, and Amer- 
ican Indian collections, has a new pavilion to contain 
contemporary sculpture and annual and visiting ex- 
hibitions. The new five-building Pacific Science Center 
provides laboratories, classrooms, and demonstration 
galleries. There are convention facilities, restaurants, 


and plenty of places to rest. And here also is the 


93 
800-seat Seattle Playhouse. home of the Seattle Reper- 
tory Theater. As an added attraction, all of this is 
easily reached from the heart of the city by a mile- 
long stretch of monorail. 

In Minneapolis and St. Paul. things are booming 
also. Into a receptive cultural climate—created by 
the Minneapolis Institute of Art, the Walker Art Cen- 
ter, the University of Minnesota, and the Minneapolis 
Symphony—have stepped two new enterprises that 
would be outstanding additions to any city’s cultural 
scene. 

First to appear was the Tyrone Guthrie Theater, 
a repertory group of the highest caliber that opened 
for a 20-week season with a stimulating Hamlet in 
the spring of 1963. Its second year’s books showed 
black ink as attendance jumped and the programming 
was extended to 27 weeks. 

Almost as soon as that season ended, residents of 


the Twin Cities found their excitement renewed by

the opening of the St. Paul Arts and Science Center. 
This two-story split-level building contains a 400- 
seat theater, exhibition space for both the St. Paul 
Art Center and the St. Paul Institute Museum of Sci- 
ence, a comfortable auditorium, and a rooftop lounge. 
Among the groups scheduling performances are: 
the Schubert Club, the Philharmonic Society, the 
Civic Opera, and Theater St. Paul, a semiprofessional 
group that launched the center with a fine production 
of The Lady’s Not For Burning. 

Chicago, whose Art Institute, Museum of Science 
and Industry, Natural History Museum, and Adle: 
Planetarium attract museum-goers throughout the 
nation, has more recently put its energies into 
the development of an opera company. Founded in

“Way back,” said the ebullient owner of Amster Yard 
as we sat at a tape-recorder dinner in his Biedermeier 
dining room, “this land was the terminus of the Bos- 
ton Post Road. That intrigues me, because I'm history- 
minded—TI love the past the way I know I’m going to 
love the future. But when I first saw this place, it 
was a gagele of rundown, cheap-rent buildings on 
three sides of the lot, around a middle yard con- 
nected to the street by an alley. In the back, where 
we are now. there was a cobbler, a plumber’s shop, 
and an electrician. Noguchi hired studio space here 
when he was a struggling unknown, and the largest 
building was a boardinghouse.

‘\ Petite Maison on East Fifty-third Street 


In the thick of New York’s trade and commerce, be- 
hind the most unlikely, noncommittal facade of a 
business building, Miss Jane Templeton has created 
for herself the ambiance of a fine little French town 
house. It is, in fact, a five-room, two-story apartment, 
but it might be a family mansion of the Ile Saint- 
Louis, one where many generations have left their 
collected treasures. 

The street-level entrance provides a fascinating

a firm specializing in custom-order reproductions of 
French cabinetwork. Since Miss Templeton is the 
owner, she enjoys the luxury of a town house-apart- 
ment a mere one flight up from her place of business, 
in an atmosphere that disproves all the clichés about 
the impersonality of city living. Miss Templeton has 
a second home in suburban Connecticut but, ringing

By 1946, this was one of the worst 


slums in Baltimore. But the ebb and flow of life surg- 


ing through and around the street left a residue of

honest character and charm that could be attained in 
no other Way. 

It was a painter, Edward Rosenfeld, who saw the 
beauty of the bone structure beneath the forbidding 
facade and decided to do something about it. He 
bought a corner house and made it a handsome home. 
Within two years most of the other houses were bought 
by friends and acquaintances, and a spirited street- 
sized renovation project was under way. They all 
realized that what was there had more inherent charm 
han anything likely to replace it. Their foresight 
and sustained effort has made this a classic example 


of redevelopment by private initiative.

When Roger Williams founded this community in 
1636 and named it in appreciation of “God’s merciful 
providence,” there was an ancient Indian trail on 
the slope above the river. This footpath became part 
of the new town and, after 120 years, was made 
into a road “. . . for the common benefit of all.” 
Today, the street is again the center and symbol 
of beneficent planning and community action. A study 
of College Hill (where Benefit is a major street) was 
cited in 1960 by the American Institute of Architects 


. 


for “. . . leadership .. . for all to see the possibilities 
of restoring to a city some of the amenities of man’s 
environment, lost for awhile, but still recapturable 
by a resolute community.” It was, however, a resolute 
individual who fulfilled the promise of the study. 

Most of the fine houses on College Hill were built 
between 1773 and 1860. By the turn of the century, 
other parts of town became more fashionable, and this 
area began to decline. By 1956, most of the houses 
were so run-down they were in danger of condemna- 
tion and demolition. To see if a few of the best could 
be saved, a Preservation Society was founded. This 
society, with help from the city and the Urban Re- 
newal funds, financed the study cited by the AIA. 

But for all the good planning, not much renewal 
was done until Mrs. Malcolm G. Chace, Jr., decided 
to take action. Working with Roger Brassard, a local 
preservationist-realtor, she bought and renewed four 
houses on Benefit Str 

The houses were ined up inside and out; old 


fireplaces, mant moldings, stairways, and chair 


rails were uncovered and refurbished. The original 
siding, which was often covered up, was revealed 
and repaired. Exteriors were scraped down and 
painted—in the original colors found next to the 
wood—and necessary structural repairs were made. 

The hope and promise of these first few shining 
examples set the pattern for a bright new look that 
again brings this neighborhood into the center of 


city life in Providence. (Please turn the page) 

















The miraculous effect 


of paint and basic repair 


Its only reasonable to fix up good but shabby 
houses rather than tear them down. But it took a 
while for Mrs. Chace’s confidence in College Hill to 
spread widely enough to assure the future of the area. 
To keep up the momentum of the project, she bought 
some 36 properties in the area, including all of 
Benefit Square, which is shown at the far right. 

A corporation was formed to buy the houses, make 
them safe, sound, and habitable; clean interiors; and 
sell them, at reasonable prices, to be finished by the 
buyers. This proved to be a good idea. It reduced the 
size of the original investment needed, allowed in- 
terested families to fit the interior to their require- 
ments, and helped get them personally involved with 
the project. Other groups and individuals are now 
renovating houses here to make this former slum an 


esthetic, economic, and historic success.

ast Christmas, when I opened my 

present from my husband, I burst 

into tears. The children were mys- 
tified. They know I'll cry at the drop of a 
Meaningful Moment, from baseball to bal- 
let, but what could possibly be meaningful 
about a bracelet charm commemorating 
October 5, 1964? The date marked none 
of our six birthdays nor the wedding anni- 
versary. So why were their parents mistily 
beaming at each other, like stars in the 
fade-out of an old movie? 

The children didn’t completely under- 
stand even when we explained, but last 
October 5 we left the perfect house on the 
perfect four acres in the perfect exurb 
and moved back into the highly imperfect 
city of New York. October 5 marked the 
beginning of a wonderful new life. 

The old life was fine while it lasted, 
and it jasted ten years. It really was the 
perfect house in the perfect area, and we'll 
never forget the pain-pleasure of building 
it. The popular sport of Kicking Suburbia 
Around found us on the sidelines: we had 
no problems with kaffeeklatschers, wife- 
Swappers, status-symbol-counters, after- 
noon bridges, or bar-car commuters. I 
didn’t even have the warmed-over-dinner 
problem; my husband caught the same 
train almost every night. I never really 
stopped thinking of the city as the center 
of things, but living an hour and a half 
away was a choice we made carefully and 
eagerly. The choice was right at the time. 


But now the time has changed, for us. So 
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: “We moved back to the city” 


it’s no paradox, really, that we moved back 
to the city for the same reason that took 
us out. The reason: convenience. What has 
changed is what we want, or need, to be 
convenient to. 

When we moved out, we desperately 
needed to be convenient to fresh air, play 
space, laundry machines. Our children 
were three, two, and one. Just getting them 
out-of-doors was a big production, involv- 
ing doorman and elevator and diaper 
changes en route. We were enthusiastic 
parents but we were rapidly being worn 
down by the mechanics of raising small 
children in the city. We thought a house 
designed for us would take much of the 
drudgery out of child care. And it did. 

But this year they turned 14, 13, 12, 
and seven. Except for the added starter, 
they no longer need to be watched every 
minute; in fact, they need to be not 
watched. The eldest has even gone away 
to school. So—and I should have realized 


the moment my “mothering” changed from 





diapering to driving—convenience of a 
purely interior, domestic sort is no longer 
the Be-all and End-all of living. More im- 
portant to us now is the kind of adult- 
oriented convenience the city offers. 4 

I suppose we'd have been smarter to 
anticipate that time-change in our re- 
quirements. But we had built that house 
and lived that life as though it were 
forever, so at first we resisted the very 
idea that we had grown beyond both 


of them. (Please turn to page 125) 
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f all the conversational wars likely 
to break out at a dinner party, the 
one you can virtually depend on to 
develop is between those who have stayed 
in the city (or come back) and those who 
have moved to the suburbs. The suburban- 
ites—or exurbanites—usually take the of- 
fensive, and as a member of the defend- 
ing team, I have found them formidable. 

The only formal defense strategy I’ve 
worked out is one I resort to when the other 
side makes the mistake of appealing to my 
better nature. “It may be all right for you 
and your husband,” someone says. “But 
what about your children? What do your 
children do in the city?” 

“Well,” I say, “they go to Sunday 
school and Boy Scouts and Brownies and 
do their homework and go swimming and 
roller-skating and trick-or-treating and 
practice their piano lessons and dress up 
for birthday parties and dress down for 
slumber parties and use squirt guns on the 
neighbors and lose their library cards and 
go with me to the supermarket and help me 
paste in the green stamps and play Soupy 
Sales records until we think we'll lose 
our minds.

ing the kids from one appointment—or 
treehouse—to another. This is my chance 
for sneak reprisal. “Anyhow, whatever my 
children do,” I tell them, “they do pretty 
much on their own.

After this we usually find it safer to shift 
the conversation to such comparatively 
noncontroversial subjects as a sane nuclear 
policy, miscegenation, or Bobby Kennedy.

3 tablespoons butter 1 tablespoon tomato purée 

1 small onion, coarsely 2 heaping tablespoons 
chopped commercial almond 

1 carrot, coarsely chopped paste 

1 stalk celery, coarsely 1 tablespoon red currant 
chopped jelly 

2 small cinnamon sticks 3 to 4 tablespoons 

2 bay leaves arrowroot 

1 teaspoon whole cloves Salt 

1 heaping teaspoon curry Pepper 
powder 2 cups heavy cream 


3 or 4 cans chicken broth Toasted coconut 


Melt the butter in a heavy saucepan, add the onion, carrot, 
and celery. Cook over a moderate heat, giving it an occa- 
sional stir, until vegetables have taken on a little color. 
Add cinnamon sticks, bay leaves, cloves, curry powder, and 
chicken broth. Stir until well blended. Simmer over low 
heat for 30 minutes. Strain. 

Stir in tomato purée, almond paste, and current jelly until 
paste has dissolved. Simmer 30 minutes. Mix the arrowroot 
with a little cold water to make a smooth paste. Stir into 
soup thoroughly to thicken slightly. Cook a few minutes 
longer. Salt and pepper to taste. Refrigerate. 

Just before serving, combine with heavy cream. Serve 
well chilled in soup cups, with a sprinkling of coconut on 
top. Serve to 8 with hard rolls or French bread. The basic 
soup may be made ahead of time, even a day ahead, and 
refrigerated until needed.

and pavements represent con- 
temporary ideas of beauty—and 
is such beauty natural? A few 
decades ago the phrase could only 
have been applied to the land- 
scape of rivers and forests, plains 
and mountain and _ seashore; 
those who attended the confer- 
ence would have been naturalists 
and conservationists, not predomi- 
nantly urbanists, city planners, 
and architects. But 
would have understood the new 
meaning given to the phrase, for 
in his philosophy what

Impressionist Art, and 
hibit anywhere of photography as 
an art form was offered. Even the 
Museum of Science in this indus- 
trial town was ahead of its time, 
pioneering in educational exhibits 
that were the envy of museums in 
larger and wealthier places. 
Buffalo’s excitement about new 
trends in art has continued. Dur- 
ing this past winter there was a 
remarkable Festival of the Arts 
Today, a two-week carnival of the 
newest of the new in art, music,

art, electronic and atonal music,

four unfamiliar Ionesco plays (in- 
cluding the American premiére 
performance of one called Bed- 
lam Galore), avant-garde dance, 
films, and a variety of lectures, 
discussions and symposiums were 
all part of the esoteric fare. So 
successful was the venture that 
Buffalo is thinking of an encore 
and the possibility of starting a 
professional repertory company. 

The excitement has a way of 
spreading from one part of the 


country to another. St. Petersburg 


has built a large all-purpose 
arena and a smaller auditorium in 
its Bayfront Center, and minutes 
away is the new Museum of Fine 
Arts. 

Houston is about to have a 
striking theater-concert hall with 
teak walls, red upholstery, a flood- 
lit exterior, and outside veranda. 

Oklahoma City’s sixteen-year- 
old Mummers Theater is using a 
Ford Foundation grant of over a 
million dollars to build a_play- 
house and move out of the old 
warehouse it now occupies. 

And San Diego, whose inhabi- 
tants had virtually given up hope 
of seeing any improvement come 
to a downtown area that has been 
described kindly as “blighted,” 
thrilled this winter to the opening 
of the Civic Theater. The San 
Diego Symphony’s eighty mem- 
bers were thrilled, too, at being 
able to say good-by to a drafty 
high-school auditorium and take 
up residence in a beautiful 3,000- 
seat concert hall. The first per- 
formance there symbolized the 
hope of a city for its urban re- 
newal program, which calls for 
an expenditure of $21 million on 
a community concourse contain- 
ing a mall, a civic administration 
building, and a convention hall.

opened the Pavilion—the first 
building in a $32.2-million Music 
Center for the Performing Arts. 
With lush décor and impeccable

we set up housekeeping in the 
Village, and were still living 
there 18 months later when our 
first child was born. By the spring 
of 1950, we had three children 
sleeping in one room and, al- 
though we didn’t seem to realize 
it, were long overdue for the next 
move in the ritual progression, 
the borrowed-station-wagon trans- 
fer to Long Island, Connecticut, 
or to Cheever country in West- 
chester. Instead, when a colleague 
of mine obligingly decided to re- 
settle in Washington, we resettled 
ourselves on East 94th Street in 
her roomier apartment, which was 
really the lower two floors of a 
brownstone. Three years later we 
bought a brownstone of our own 
four blocks south where, rich in 
space and poor in pocketbook, we 
have lived ever since. Meanwhile, 
the children in the family have 
grown to six, including a nephew 
who joined us by adoption. 


ie I concede that much of city 
life is every bit as difficult as our 
outlander friends may tell us, and 
further agree that many people— 
and I don’t mean just avid gar- 
deners and light sleepers—would 
be miserable here, may I list sev- 
eral of the things we like about it? 

We enjoy, for one thing, not 
having to live our lives at the suf- 
ference of train schedules. I sup- 
pose the most important reason 
we stayed in town was _ that 
Charles so detested the idea of 
commuting. He is now a law- 
school professor who can teach at 
night, if need be, and not be faced 
by a jolting ordeal by New York 
Central at the end of a 12-hour 
day. Nor are the rest of us faced 
with a temporarily  fatherless 
household on such nights, when 
he might quite reasonably decide 
to take the coward’s way out and 
stay over in the city. If, on a 
shorter working day, the two of 
us want to stop off for a drink or 
a whole evening with someone 
from our respective offices or with 
a college friend we happen to run 
into, we can do it without asking 
leave of that Procrustean sched- 
ule or worrying about making the 
next morning’s 7:59. Thus, social 
life in the city is often impromptu 
and informal. Some New Yorkers 
enjoy the ceremonial party rou- 
tine; some studiously avoid it 
without being thought of as par- 
ticularly eccentric. Weekends, in 
any event, aren’t given over to 
strenuous atonement for the social 


deficiencies of the other _five- 
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sevenths of your life. And there’s 
an added dividend in the great 
miscellaneous world of the city: 
though you may choose to, you’re 
not virtually bound, as you may 
be in some two-acre-zoned subur- 
ban communities, to spend all 
your spare time with other couples 
who, professionally and chrono- 
logically, have reached a stage of 
life almost identical with your 
own. 

Another argument for staying 
in town, if we had ever argued 
about it, was that I hoped to go 
on working. The mother of a fam- 
ily who wants to keep her hand in 
some trade or profession has to 
have all that I’ve been blessed 
with—a phrase I use advisedly. 
She must have a forebearing hus- 
band, a patient employer, and de- 
pendable domestic help, which is 
more easily arranged for in the 
city, and the helper doesn’t have 
to be driven to the other side of 
the township after a long, hard 
day. Her office must also be close 
enough to home so that, if all hell 
breaks loose there, she can be on 
the scene in ten minutes. Since 
the employer to whom I was most 
happily committed had his head- 
quarters on West 43rd Street, the 
suburbs were out. But even if I 
had stopped working for several 
years, as many women do when 
their children are young, I think 
I would have preferred not to be 
isolated geographically from the 
world | hoped in time to get back 


to. 


ae for the children, the hardest 
period with them in the city is ob- 
viously when they are all quite 
small. The park routine can be 
tiresome. On the other hand, [ 
notice that country children often 
spend a good share of their time 
puttering about under the dining- 
room table instead of in the per- 
fectly available outdoors. At any 
rate, this stage of family life, not 
an easy one wherever you live, 
does eventually pass. And from 
the time they’re six or seven, it 
seems to me that many city chil- 
dren lead very satisfactory lives. 
Ours began to ride the Madison 
Avenue bus to school in those 
years, and when they're ten or 
eleven they’re capable, at least 
during daylight hours, of going 
almost anywhere they want in the 
city, using public transportation, 
including the subway. Independ- 
ent souls, they move around town 


under their own steam, free to

What’s new in 


Wood Flooring 


Wood was a popular floor even 
Biblical 


pleasantly warm and not too hard 


back in days. It was 
underfoot, and it had character. 
Those attributes still hold. In the 
thousands of years that have 
elapsed, the material itself has 
remained the same ageless prod- 
uct. But the way we use it and 
keep it has changed. 

The biggest change is in its 
maintenance. Penetrating sealers 
and modern resin finishes have 
made wood floors sensibly easy to 
care for. Modern technology has 
also widened the range in which 
a wood floor is suitable. There 
are varieties that can be installed 
on concrete, at or below ground 
level. New thinner types of floor- 
ing are ideal for installing over 
existing floors in remodeling. 
They don’t appreciably alter the 
existing floor level. Of special 
importance, factory prefinishing 
has made it possible to have a 
new floor in a single day. The 
moment it’s put down, it’s ready 
to use. 

Wood flooring is a long-lasting 
product. Distress and aging often 
put a glow on furniture, and a 
wood floor is a kind of furniture. 
[t can actually improve with use, 
gain in interest. The years don't 
wear it out. They add mellowing 
subtleties of color and a sense 
of belonging to the scene. If ex- 
treme neglect and abuse disfigure 
a floor, it can be sanded down to 
reveal an entirely new surface— 
an important asset. 

Wood is versatile. It can be 
laid in any kind of geometric 


design (parquetry), shaped in 
curves, and inlaid (marquetry). 
One wood can be combined with 
another or even with metal. Typi- 
cal examples are a stripping of 
light maple in a teak floor or a 
sunburst of brass in a walnut 
floor. But more important perhaps 
than these specialties are the 
basic wood floors, the everyday 
varieties whose low cost is no 
reflection on their beauty or 
worthiness. 

Most common are “‘strip”’ floors. 
\s the name implies. these are 
made of narrow boards, usually 


from 2” to 314” wide. “Plank”

available in a popular dark finish. 

Block floors are a variation on 
the parquet floors in which sev- 
eral wood strips are bound to- 
gether to make individual square 
blocks or tiles. The blocks can 
be laid in mastic, or nailed, and 
are available prefinished. 

There is also a laminated (ply- 
wood) type of block flooring. Of 
three plies and often no more 
than 3” thick, it is one of the 
lowest in cost and ideal for re- 
modeling purposes. It is this type 
that can be laid on concrete at or

below ground level. It can also 
be installed over radiant-heated 
slabs and is toxic-treated to pre- 
vent termite damage. 

By all odds, the most popular 
wood for floors is oak. This is be- 
cause the Northern Hemisphere, 
both here and in Europe, is al- 
most one oak forest. It is an ex- 
cellent wood, has good. stability 
and wearing qualities, and takes 
finishing well. 

Walnut, maple, beech, cherry, 
pecan, and hickory are other 
woods in common use. More un- 
usual floors may be made of ex- 
otic woods such as teak, mahog- 
any, ebony, and__ palisander. 
Sometimes walnut is stained to 
look like ebony. Real ebony has 
a tendency to crack and check 
and is seldom satisfactory if used 
in more than a small piece. 

Most woods come in several 
grades. Grade is primarily a mat- 
ter of appearance. Higher grades 
are usually more uniform in grain 
and color, but for rustic. informal, 


or natural effects the lower 


erades, containing mineral streaks, 


sapwood areas, and tight knots, 
may actually be more desirable. 
Color sealers on lower grades can 
mask imperfections. 

Brown is the most popular color 
sealer, but there are other colors 
to consider. A subtle pastel green 
may be just the thing to blend 
with the color scheme. Currently 
popular are dark floors. Many 
decorators favor them, feeling the 
dark tones “hold the floor down” 
and show off furnishings to bet- 
ter effect. When Mrs. Kennedy 
did over the White House, she 
stained its floors a darker shade. 

Europe is famous for its an- 
tique floors, many of them dating 
back to the 18th Century. Some of 
the most famous of these antique 
floor designs are available in re-

a it possible to prevent brown sugar from hardening? Sugar 
experts recommend removing brown sugar from package and 
storing in an airtight container such as a large-mouth pickle 
jar with rubber rings (usually available in hardware stores) 
and buying only as much as you can use up in a short time. 


W ny do eggs stick like glue to pots, pans, dishes, egg beat- 
ers? Chances are you wash them in hot water, which makes 
the remnants of the egg stick harder. Cold water is the an- 
swer. Allow equipment to stand in or run it under cold water, 
as soon after use as possible; then wash in hot suds. 


W hat precisely are truffles and how are they used? A mem- 
ber of the tuber family and kin to the famous morel or sponge 
mushroom, the truffle is a fungus fruit that matures under- 
ground, Truffles range in color from white (the famous Pied- 
mont of Italy) through shell pink to brown to shiny jet black 
(the magnificent Périgord of France). Of the many types, 
those most highly prized seem to combine the savor of a 
filbert and a properly matured cheese. Black truffles are 
added to dishes and sauces for the sake of their penetrating 
scent, whereas white truffles are rarely cooked more than a 
couple of minutes and are often eaten raw. 


is there any trick to cleaning up a raw egg spilled on the 
floor? Cover it well with salt and allow to stand for 15 to 
20 minutes, then sweep it up with a broom. Easy? 


W ny do baked cakes sometimes have “air holes’? It’s 
because the batter hasn't been evenly distributed and there 
are, quite literally, pockets of air. This usually happens only 
in rich, butter cakes such as pound. Once the batter is in 
the pan, run a spatula through it, then give the pan a good 
bang on a table. Don’t, however, be tempted to do any bang- 
ing with an air cake (sponge or angel), or you'll bang out 
the lovely air that makes them light. 


W rat is monosodium glutamate? To explain it as simply as 
possible, it is a natural substance found in most of the foods 
you eat, but in greater amounts in meats, poultry, fish, and 
vegetables. Technically, it is one of the amino acids that 
make up protein to build and repair body tissues. First 
discovered in the Orient, it is used to enhance the natural 
flavor of foods. Unlike salt or sugar (although it looks like 
both) it has no individual taste. Known in the professional 
world as MSG, it is used widely by leading food processors. 
Ac’cent is the brand most familiar to Americans and Aji-no- 
moto, to the Japanese. splendid Chinese cook we know, 
who has used it all her life, suggests the best way to learn 
to use monosodium glutamate properly is to begin with sauces 
and soups and use small amounts—!g teaspoon to 2 cups.

Flush doors make good shelves, 
and commonly come in birch and 
Philippine mahogany for as little 
as $5 or $6. Since they’re usually 
at least 114” thick, they look sub- 
stantial. Almost any door is wide 
enough to divide into two shelves. 
If it has a hollow core, the space 


on the cut side can be filled with 
a wood strip. Most lumber yards 
will do the sawing. 

Pine shelving boards come in 
sizes up to 1” by 12”. The actual 
size of a 1” by 12” board is %4” 
by 11144”. Where you need greater 
width than 1144”, use plywood, 
or join one board alongside an- 
other with white glue and corru- 
eated fasteners, hammered in 
from the bottom side. Nail a 34” 
by °4” board across each end as 
added reinforcement. 

A 34” shelf, supported only at 





its ends, should not span more 
than 30”. If longer than that, it 
may sag, especially if it’s loaded 
with books. To improve looks, at- 
tach a 1144”-wide facing strip 
along the shelf’s front edge. It 
will make the board look thicker, 
and also act as reinforcement, es- 
pecially if glued and_ securely 
nailed. Use 6-penny finishing 
nails, and sink the heads just

Resilient Flooring 


If you haven't shopped for flooring 


in the last few years, you will be amazed by 


the tremendous advances that have been made. 


Five major developments are making news. 


See examples in color on pages 170-171 


1. Texture is what you'll notice 
first. New techniques for emboss- 
ing plastic flooring materials 
have given them a totally new 
feel, and an almost unbelievable 
quality of reality. The third di- 
mension of texture makes vinyl 
brick an authentic duplication. 

Texture is expressed in many 
ways. The surface of the material 
may appear carved, with stylized 
designs standing out in relief. It 
may be pitted, fissured, or grained 
in the manner of natural materi- 
als. Smooth marbelesque — tiles 
may be bevel-edged, belying they 
are but a thin overlay. Marble 
surfaces may now be matte, with 
the subtle tooth of an antique. 

There is a practical side to tex- 
ture. Women in high heels notice 
immediately that it is more secure 
underfoot. And texture masks in- 
dentations, scratches, subfloor ir- 
regularities, and soiling. Instead 
of being walked on and ground 
in, soil tends to lie loosely in the 
recesses, where it’s more respon- 
sive to cleaning by vacuuming. 
Matte and textured floors make 
it possible to have white floors 
without impossible maintenance.

ing is especially spectacular. It 
has given vinyl-asbestos tile floors 
imposing new stature and useful- 
ness. Its colors, too, have been 
greatly improved. Even asphalt 
tile is now being textured. 

2. Seams are disappearing. The 
trend is to “no seams.” Texture 
plays a role in the “no-seam” 
look, for texture hides seams. The 
floor becomes monolithic—all of 
one piece. Tiles in the 12” by 
12” size are gaining increasing 
favor. They are 75 percent larger 
than the long-dominant 9” tile, 
with comparably reduced seams.

3. Flooring out of a can. This 
is the newest development. Its po- 
tential is unlimited. Basically a 
urethane plastic, it’s troweled on 
the floor. Vinyl chips are sprin- 
kled on it and then a finish coat- 
ing applied. The result is an ex- 
tremely durable floor with ab- 
solutely no seams, not even where 
the floor meets the wall, for the 
material can be continued onto 
the wall as a base or cove. It’s 
available in a wide selection of 
color patterns. In appearance, it’s 
most like terrazzo. 

This liquid floor is installed 
only by specially trained mechan- 
ics. It can be coated over existing 
floors that are in good condition, 
and, underlaid with a rubberlike 
substance, it is even recommended 
for use outdoors. It can be re- 
newed in future years. Installed

4. Outdoor flooring. The long- 
felt need for a durable, light- 
weight surfacing for sun decks, 
balconies, and walk-on roofs has 
been answered. It’s a new vinyl 
flagstone, the first resilient tile 
ever manufactured for use out- 
doors. It’s a handsome walking 
surface and, installed above a 
porch, garage, or room below, it 
serves as a completely watertight 
(Please turn to page 52) 
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covering. It can be installed over 
any smooth wood or concrete. 

The flagstones, 18” square, are 
in true*stone colors. When laid, 
joints are kept slightly open to 
allow for expansion and it gives 
an added “stone” quality. Instal- 
lation is by factory-trained tech- 
nicians only. It’s not expensive, 
considering that it’s both a floor 
and a roof. 

5. New tile shapes and com- 
binations. New shapes and kinds 
of tiles offer opportunities for 
greater versatility and creative 
improvisation than ever before. 
There are tiles that are like in- 
dividual bricks. In effect, each 
man becomes his own bricklayer, 
and the bond (or pattern) in 
which they are laid is up to him.

sinuous edges of the ciboloid tiles 
create the total pattern, or two 
colors may be combined, alter- 
nately or in rows.

In addition to familiar square 
tile sizes (up to 36” by 36”), 
there are rectangular ones, such 
as 6” by 12” and 3” by 9”. Two 
or more sizes are being mixed to- 
gether these days for striking 
effect: for example, 12” by 12”s 
and 3” by 3”s. Actually, it’s a 


classic cut-marble pattern tech- 


nique. There are hexagonal and 
diamond shapes, and strips of 
various widths. 

Many dealers offer flooring 
pattern pages, each showing a 
different geometric composition. 
Tile colors are blank, so the pur- 
chaser can experiment by filling 
in his own color choices and visu- 
alize the result. Some manufac- 
turers offer custom cutting and 
design services for achieving 
curves, inserts, and the like. 

Tips on shopping. How much 
should you spend for a floor? A 
truly fine flooring is expensive,

and you may never want to 
change it. In that case, you will 
want something that outlives fads 
and will ride easily with any 
change in decoration. If not, plan 
to change your floor as you would 
fabrics or wallcoverings. 

Too many floors are tolerated 
because they are not worn out, 
though they have lost their visual 
justification. To the apartment 
dweller and other moving families, 
the transient kind of flooring does 
make especially good sense. 

It would be pleasant to say that 
a new floor can always go right 
down over the old, but it isn’t 
true. There is a definite risk. A 
new floor is only as good as the 
old one under it, and unless it 
is absolutely secure and in good 
shape, it would pay to have it 
taken off. If you plan to pick up 
a floor for use again, it will come 
up more easily if put down with- 
out felt as an underlayment. 

In shopping for floors, see as 
large a display as possible. It is 
one thing to look at a single tile, 
or a 3” by 3” sample of a ma- 
terial, and quite another to see 
a complete floor of it. ©

Paradoxically, Architect John Woolf remodeled his not- 
very-old house in Bel Air, California, in order to eive 
this contemporaneous, beautifully made building a pat- 
ina of age. In the process he changed it from a cere- 
brally functional, sparsely embellished house for a 
family with four children—as Architect Craig EII- 
wood designed it in 1955—to a sophisticated pavilion 
for an adult of poetic tastes and classic leanings. 
Mir. Woolf enlarged the living room, built a new 
kitchen, and rearranged the bedroom space. (Plans are 
on page 138.) Ornamenting the terrace with Doric colon- 
nades, he gave the pool area the romantic quality of an 
atrium. For the delectation of rooms that do not view 
the pool, he created garden courts with plashing foun- 
tains and exotic vines.

In the days when children determined the practical 
nature of the materials and planning of this house, 
the bedroom wing consisted of master bedroom and 
four stall-like, sparsely furnished children’s rooms. 
Mr. Woolf, re-evaluating the space, increased the size 
of the master bedroom and made two bedrooms of 
the three children’s rooms. Repartitioning and an in- 
sulating row of storage closets along the outer cor-

When adding to a house with a strong character of 


its own, there’s always the problem of relating the 
design of today with that of the past. This 2Oth- 
century addition to a 19th-century Dutch colonial 
country house strikes the perfect balance. 

The new wing, with its glass window-wall, easy in- 
door-outdoor relationship, and open interior space 1s 
an unsentimental, up-to-date architectural solution. 
But in deference to the character of the old house, 
the roof wall is clad with the same cedar shingles, and 
its shape echoes the gentle curve of the gambrel roof. 

The house was originally built as a summer place 
and year-round weekend retreat in northern West- 
chester County. It serves this same purpose for the new 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. Edwin H. Stern. They did, how- 
ever, feel the need for a comfortable bedroom, sitting 
room, and bath, somewhat apart from the activity of

The connecting link between the new sitting-sleeping 
area and the house includes a bath, dressing room, 
and a wide storage-dressing corridor. The suite can be 
closed off from the main house with one double door. 

\ freestanding fireplace with openings on four 
sides separates the sleeping from the sitting area. A 
special flue makes it possible to enjoy a single open 
fire from the bedroom, sitting room, window seat, 
and dressing corridor (see plan below). Moreover, 
from the bed, one can see through the fireplace to 
a view of the trees and rolling hills beyond the end 
wall of glass. The arched ceiling, sheathed with narrow 
strips of stained redwood, and the full-width balcony 
further extend the apparent size of the room. Heating 
and air conditioning for the new wing are handled 
through one combined system which also filters pollen 
and dust from the air, and adds or removes humid- 


ity as required for thorough year-round comfort.

You can get more for your money in an older house. 
You can also get less. There are pitfalls as well as 
blessings. But if you shop wisely, you can come out 
ahead. 

The primary consideration is location. What is the 
house near? What do you have to drive through to get 
to it? What is the future of the area? Is it up-and- 
coming, or are business and industry encroaching? 
What is the school situation? How about recreational 
and cultural facilities? 

Many people buy a house principally because it is 
near their work. But in these days of fast cars and 
superhighways, it is important to readjust standards 
of what is near. Miles may mean only minutes. If you 
buy in a marginal area because of its convenience, 
face this fact: If you improve your house, you won’t 
increase its value in proportion to your investment. 
Invariably it is better to buy a lesser house in a fine 
neighborhood than the best house in an inferior area. 
Then you won't have to worry about the wisdom of 
making improvements. 

There are physical factors that make some locations 
better than others. Even within a small area there may 
be widely divergent climatic conditions. Some parts 
of town will get the breeze, be cooler in summer and 
warmer in winter. Others may be plagued by industri- 
al smoke, smell. or noise, or take the brunt of electri- 
cal storms. Some may be damper or more humid. 

There are factors of compatibility. Is the neigh- 
borhood conventional or informal? Are they your kind 
of people? Will there be playmates for your children? 


If you are unfamiliar with an area, careful probing 


can help you to a wise decision. If you have strong 
doubts, consider renting for a year before you buy. 


It's better not to be rushed, but it will entail the ex- 





pense and trouble of an additional move—from the 
house you rent to the one you buy. 

What is its style and age? You can do more with 
some houses than with others. Usually it is best to 
look for a house with some semblance of architectural 
authenticity or classic styling. There are some houses 
90 years old that still don’t look far out of date in 
terms of current design. English-style, timbered houses, 
in vogue in the late 20’s and 30’s, have some charm 
and quality that persist. Colonial houses are almos 
ageless. 

Look at a house, if you can, when it is at its worst. 
Winter is a good time to shop. With the trees bare, you 
may see things that don’t show up when they are in 
full leaf. Spring thaws may reveal leaks in a basement 
that is bone-dry in midsummer. Don’t be overly influ- 
enced by some one thing you like especially, so that 
you shut your eyes to everything that is unfavorable. 

Houses built in the late 1930's are generally su- 
perior in quality and workmanship to those built after 
the war. Houses built in the postwar period, and which 
are 15 to 20 years old, invariably need new kitchen 
cabinets and equipment. Bathrooms 35 years old al- 
ways need doing over. A complete new kitchen will 
cost a minimum of $5,000. Count on a minimum of 
$1,500 for a bathroom. When kitchens and bathroom: 
need doing over, they are bargaining points. The sell: 
should discount his price somewhat to offset the cos

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What can renters do with bare walls and undis- 
tinguished space? Even with permission from the 
landlord, paying for structural changes in someone 
else’s property is not a wise investment. One man’s 
answer to this dilemma is: removable remodeling. 

The photographs on these two pages show the strik- 
ing effects achieved by adding paneling and built-ins 
that look permanent but arent. Everything comes 
apart and can be moved—even the ceiling beams. 

In this system, originated by New York designer 
Charles Gans for Georgia-Pacific, nailing is mini- 
mized by clever use of other kinds of fasteners. With 
adjustable furniture glides, tight pressure-fit is ob- 
tained between floor and ceiling. This technique fixes 
2” by 4” supports and cabinets as firmly into place 
as nailing. Boards and paneling are fastened to the 
walls with Velcro. This nylon fastener is made up 
of two tapes that lock firmly when pressed together, 
but can be zipped apart. The dropped ceiling over 
the dining area and the wall-hung bookcases are 
largely supported by freestanding cabinet and storage 
units. The bookcase sections are joined to each other 
with Teenuts, a hardware-store item that permits fas- 


tening wood to wood with removable bolts. Total cost 


of materials for remodeling two rooms was $1,500. 
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Wood columns and balusters make classic room dividers. 
They add Palladian grace to mirror or mural walls. Hand- 
carved wooden doors and door panels repay small effort 
with handsome rewards. Anaglypta moldings make dadoes. 
panels, ceiling centers to enrich rooms. Press-on vinyl 
that lines cabinets and walls closely resembles Delft tiles.

Rub the cavity of a 5- to 5'%-pound 
chicken with salt and pepper. tuck in a 
sprig or two of parsley. a bit of thyme. 
a bay leaf, and 2 garlic cloves with 
shells on or 1 small onion.

Rub the skin generously with softened 
butter seasoned with salt and freshly 
ground pepper. Place the chicken, un- 
covered, breast side up. in roasting pan, 
and roast in a preheated 450° F. oven 
for 25 minutes. Reduce oven temperature 
to 350° F., turn chicken on one side. 
baste well with pan drippings (add more 
butter, if necessary). and continue roast- 
ing 20 minutes, basting every 10 min- 
utes. Turn chicken on other side and 
roast, still basting regularly, another 20 
minutes. Now turn it on its back and 
roast until chicken is done. about 20 
minutes. Continue basting. When prop- 
erly cooked, the drumstick will feel soft 
when pressed (test with a thick fold of 
paper toweling) and can be easily moved 
in its socket. 

To serve. remove trussing string. place 
chicken on a hot platter, and allow to 
stand 10 minutes or so before carving.

Pack the mint 
in tightly. Bank on 6 to 8 cups mint 
leaves. Truss securely. Follow roasting 
instructions given in Roast Chicken a la 
Francaise. 
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Note: The mint stuffing is for flavor 
only and is not served. 

This perfectly delicious chicken may 
be served hot or at room temperature, 
with the following sauce. 


Sauce Paloise 

4, cup wine vinegar 

Y cup dry white wine or dry 
white vermouth 

1 tablespoon minced shallots or 
green onion bulbs 

3 tablespoons minced fresh mint leaves 

Dash freshly ground pepper 

Pinch salt 

3 egg yolks 

2 tablespoons cold butter 


1% cup melted butter 


Combine vinegar. wine or vermouth, 
shallots or onion, 1 tablespoon mint 
leaves. pepper and salt in a small sauce- 
pan. Bring to a boil over a moderate 
heat and cook until liquid has reduced 
to 2 tablespoons. Cool. Strain into sauce- 
pan. 

Beat the egg yolks until very thick 
and creamy. Stir into the vinegar mix- 
ture and beat thoroughly. Add half the 
cold butter and thicken over very low 
heat. whipping constantly. 

Beat in remaining cold butter, then 
the melted butter drop by drop. When 
all the butter is in and the sauce has 
thickened to the consistency of Hollan- 
daise, take off the heat and beat in the 
remaining fresh mint leaves. 

Serve warm with Mint Stuffed Roast 
Chicken or with hot or cold roast lamb.

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MASTERPIECES OF 


LISICAEK 
REMODELING 


By RICHARD FREED 


In the continuing process that makes music what 


it is. many melodies linger on—and on. Here

are some notable examples of tunes that have 


acquired new vitality through new tonal garb 


The remodeling process in music started centuries 
ago, when the distinctions between “serious” and 
“yopular” music were less rigid than they are today. 
Roland de Lassus (also known as Orlando di Lasso, 
though he was Dutch), back in the 16th Century, 
composed “‘parody Masses” in which the liturgy was 
set to tunes taken from madrigals popular at the 
time. About the same time, the English composer 
Richard Dering wove elaborate fantasias from the 
street cries of London tradesmen. In much the same 
vein, the music of The Star-Spangled Banner was 
taken from the English drinking song To Anacreon 
in Hea n. 

More recently, this process has been reversed, with 
Tin Pan Alley plundering the works of Tchaikovsky 
for several of the pop hits of the 30’s and 40’s 
(Tonight We Love, The Isle of May, Moon Love, 
Our Love, Story of a Starry Night, etc.), and the 
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music of Grieg and Borodin being adapted for the 
Broadway musicals Song of Norway and Kismet. 

During the baroque and classical periods, it was 
customary for composers to borrow melodies, or even 
entire compositions, from each other. Thus Francesco 
Geminiani, a pupil of Corelli, recast a dozen of his 
master’s violin sonatas as concerti grossi. Bach rear- 
ranged several of Vivaldi’s violin concertos, some as 
keyboard concertos and some as works for solo organ 
or harpsichord, and wrote an organ chorale-prelude 
on Martin Luther’s A Mighty Fortress. 

Nor have composers been reluctant to remodel 
their own best material many times over. Schubert 
used one of his loveliest melodies as an orchestral 
entr’acte in his music for Rosamunde, as a movement 
in a string quartet, and as an impromptu for piano. 
The minuet in Beethoven’s Septet for Winds and 
Strings also appears in one of his piano sonatas, and 
the theme of the Eroica symphony’s finale makes 
several appearances in his other works—in_ the 
ballet The Creatures of Prometheus, as the basis of 
the C-major piano variations, and as an orchestral 
contra-danse. 

Franz Liszt recast many of his piano compositions 
in orchestral form, including the Mephisto Waltz and 
six of the Hungarian Rhapsodies. One of the rhapso- 
dies, in fact, was made to do triple-duty. No. 14 for 
piano became No. | of the orchestral series and also 
the Hungarian Fantasia for piano and _ orchestra. 
Ralph Vaughan Williams made no fewer than nine 
settings of his charming Fantasia on “Greensleeves” 
for various instrumental and vocal combinations. The 
work itself. of course, is basically a remodeling of a 
famous old English air to which any number of texts 
have been fitted. 

Perhaps the greatest musical remodeler of all 
was Maurice Ravel, many of whose orchestral mas- 
terpieces were originally composed for the piano. 
In orchestrating such works as the Pavane pour une 
infante défunte, the Alborada del Gracioso, the ex- 
quisite Tombeau de Couperin, Ma Mere Oye, the 
Valses nobles et sentimentales, and the Menuet 
antique, Ravel never contented himself with mere 
transcription, but in each case actually composed 


the respective work anew (Please turn to page 187)

During the last twenty years 
there has been a huge revival of 
interest in “old music,” and espe- 
cially in the composers and in- 
struments of the baroque era. A 
scant thirty years ago this was 
unfamiliar territory to most lis- 
teners, many of whom developed 
or maintained their acquaintance 
with so familiar a composer as 
Bach via the opulent orchestral 
Stokowski 
made of such works as the Toc- 


showpieces Leopold 
cata and Fugue in D minor. 

Mr. Stokowski sought to em- 
phasize the timeless quality of 
Bach’s music by transcribing his 
organ works and excerpts from 
the cantatas and violin sonatas 
for modern symphony orchestra. 
Some purists were horrified by his 
daring to tamper with the work of 
such an immortal, but the great 
conductor insisted that the spirit 
and content of Bach’s music were 
more important than the matter of 
instrumentation. In any event, his 
efforts were unquestionably suc- 
cessful. 

Some of the loveliest music of 
any period is to be found in Ot- 
torino Respighi’s three suites of 
Ancient Airs and Dances for the 
Lute, all comprising imaginative 
settings of early French and 
Italian airs. His orchestral suite 
The Birds is no less appealing. It 
is made up of transcriptions of 
old French, Italian, and English 
harpsichord pieces, some of which 
have also been recorded in their 
original form. 

Both Respighi and Benjamin 
Britten were attracted to the mu- 
sic of Rossini. Each created two 
orchestral works based on Rossini 
pieces. Britten called his two 
suites Soirées musicales and Mati- 
nées musicales: each is in five 
short sections—piquant, witty,

Before the remodeling, right, the 
door to the master bedroom opened 
head-on from the den space. Now, 
above, it opens at the side, off the 
longer wall created when the house 
was extended. This allowed the 
bookcases to turn the corner, cre- 
ating the little library seen on page 
159. Brick floor and  board-and- 
batten siding continue through the 
glass wall to make the interior and 


exterior space seem continuous. 


Architect Muir dissuaded the Pol- 
laks from adding a second floor 
because of code restrictions, plus 
foundation and utility problems. 
Her suggestion was to extend the 
rear of the house ten feet onto 
the brick terrace, making a new 
guest room and a garden room ex- 
tension of the den. The old guest 
room would become a_ walk-in 
closet for Mr. Pollak, with floor- 
to-ceiling magazine storage in the 
hall and a built-in desk unit in 
the new room. This would give 130 
more square feet of living space. 

As long as they were pushing 
out walls, Edla Muir also recom- 
mended incorporating the seldom- 
used patio on the cool side of the 
house into the dining area. She 
designed a 6’8” wall of used brick 
that would screen them from the 
close neighbors, and by extending 
it all along the side provided them 
with a pretty, fountain-splashing, 
walled garden. The magnificent 
trees on this side were the inspi- 
ration for the unusual window

skylight. By constructing an el- 
bow of glass, more of the large 
trees became visible and_ their 
branches would cast a lacy shad- 
ow pattern into the dining area 
in all seasons. 

The spiral stairs formed the 
great puzzle. Although the owners 
were content to let them exist as 
a freestanding piece of sculpture, 
Miss Muir arrived at a solution. 
This was to change the entrance 
to the master bedroom, to extend 
the bookshelves around the cor- 
ner and by poking a hole in the 
ceiling and topping it with a 
lighted, plastic bubble, she gave 
the stairs a logical place to go 
and provided the den with beauti- 
ful, useful library steps. 

Similarly, a handsome practical 
element in the garden room is the 
French provincial cabinet behind 
the Marshal Petain desk. Behind 
the armoire doors are interior 
spaces for stereo components, 
flower arranging materials, and 
a typing shelf. @

Although the Hallidays are col- 
lectors of pre-Columbian art, none 
of it is displayed in the sitting- 
room part of the kitchen, above, 
where artistic honors are divided 
between the panel of polished 
rock above the fireplace and the 
andirons, mammoth antique Span- 
ish ones which were once a part 
of the San Simeon collection. Tall 
as the fireplace is, the andirons 
had to be cut down to fit it. This 
was so skillfully done that their 
proportions are still excellent, 
their effect dramatic. 

Arresting, too, are the several 
heads mounted on the walls. Al- 
though these pieces of the animal 
kingdom fascinate some visitors— 
especially the schoolboy contin- 
gent—the Hallidays are inclined 
to consider them just so many 
white elephants. Bagged by Mr. 
Halliday on a long-ago hunting 
trip he made in Wyoming, the 
heads were mounted and placed 
on the walls of his business office 
in Indianapolis, and were left 
there when the family moved. 

Some time subsequently the 
office was stripped, and a tele- 


phone call from the express office 
announced to the Hallidays “your 
heads are here.” And “here,” like 
it or not, they are. 

Strong color notes in this sec- 
tion of the kitchen: the vigorously 
patterned Navajo rugs in the tradi- 
tional combination of vermilion, 
brown, and off-white; the saffron 
upholstery of the shapely channel- 
back chair, 

In the evening, these hearty 
colors dim to softer tones, due to 
the mellowness of indirect light- 
ing coming from the ceiling 
beams, this supplemented, some- 
times replaced, by firelight and 
candlelight, and occasionally by 
a sort of private moonlight. To 
insure the room’s having ample 
illumination by day, the Hallidays 
put in a sizable skylight. To their 
pleasure, when the moon rides in 
the right place in the heavens, 
it seems suspended immediately 
above the skylight, as if it had 
been hung there, like a big, pale, 
Christmas-tree ornament, for the 
specific purpose of lighting up the 
Hallidays’ converted garage. &

Facts about 


Chicken 


and chicken cookery 


In buying chickens, it is im- 
portant to consider the use to 
which you wish to put them. Ac- 
cording to U.S. Government stand- 
ards, chickens are classified as 
follows: broilers or fryers, desig- 
nated by the Poultry and Egg 
National Board as broiler-frvyers. 
Weighing from 11% to 4 pounds, 
these young all-purpose chickens 
can be broiled, sautéed or roasted; 
roasters, larger and somewhat 
older, ranging from 3 to 5 pounds, 
are best roasted, with or without 
stuffing, poached, or fricasseed; 
hens or stewing chickens (often 
called fowl, although technically 
it means any domestic or game 
bird) are mature birds. less ten- 
der than roasters and generally 
heavier. When poached properly, 
the preferred way to prepare 
them, they are the basis for many 
dishes calling for 
cooked chicken meat. On House

BEAUTIFUL we recommend poach- 
ing the hens whole, rather than 
cut up (regardless of their ulti- 
mate use) for greater flavor, ten- 
derness and moistness; capons, 
castrated cocks, weighing from 6 
to 7 pounds or even more, are es- 
pecially desirable for roasting 
when a large bird is in order;

How chickens are sold 


Today chickens are fully drawn, 
cleaned inside and out, ready to 
cook. They can be bought whole, 
fresh or frozen, with the cleaned 
giblets and neck, wrapped sepa- 
rately, tucked into the body. Or 
they can be bought cut up. or you 
can buy separate chicken parts: 
breasts (one chicken breast actu- 
ally means the whole breast— 
both sides of the backbone), 
drumsticks. wings. thighs. backs. 
When buying poultry. allow about 
one pound, ready to cook. per

How to store fresh chickens 


Once the chicken has come from 
the market, remove the giblets 
(gizzard, heart, liver), and either 
cook at once or freeze for future 
use, because they deteriorate very 
quickly. Wrap the chicken loose- 
ly in plastic wrap or foil and 
place in the coldest part of the 
refrigerator. Fresh chicken, also 
perishable, should be used within 


2 to 3 days of purchase. 


Frozen chickens 


Frozen chickens, available na- 
tionally, whole or in parts, must 
be stored in the freezing compart- 
ment of reirigerator. To defrost 
frozen chicken, it is best to thaw 
it in the refrigerator right in its 
wrapper. Allow about a good long 
day for a 3- to 5-pound bird. This 
way it loses less of its juice and 
flavor. The other alternative is to 
place the frozen bird or parts, 
still in their wrappers, in a pan 
under cold running water. Once 
defrosted, chicken should never 
be refrozen. Cook immediately 
after defrosting. 

Cooked chicken meat can be 
frozen most successfully. To freeze, 
strip meat from bones, wrap se- 
curely, and place in freezing com-

By either method it is wise to 
check doneness by one of the 
suggested tests. Always ask your 
butcher to give you the weight of 
the bird so you'll know what 
you're about. 


To truss a chicken 


This means, of course, tying 
and skewering the bird so it will 
be shapely when presented at the 
table. To truss, fold the wing- 
tips back under the bird. Then 
take a long piece of white string, 
tie the leg tips together tightly 
and make a taut loop around the 
tail, leaving two fairly even ends 
of string. Now cross the string 
over the back of the bird, bring 
it across the wings to hold firm 
against the body, and finally tie 
securely to the neck skin that 
remains after the neck is removed. 
If the chicken has been stuffed, 
sew up the vent or skewer it to 


prevent stuffing from exuding.

Place trussed fowl and neck 
(not the giblets) and all ingredi- 
ents in a deep, heavy kettle. Cover 
with cold water or half water 
and wine. Bring to a boil slowly. 
Simmer, covered, until tender. 
Skim off any scum that rises to 
the surface. The length of time 
depends on the size of the fowl 
and its age. Figure on from 144 
to 2 hours. To test, feel the leg. It 
should be soft and the meat just 
beginning to shrink from the leg 
knuckle. Cool in the broth. When 
cold, remove chicken from broth. 
Strip meat from carcass. Discard 
skin. bone, gristle. and fat. Wrap 
cold chicken meat securely, and 
refrigerate. 

Meanwhile, place kettle with 
broth over high heat and_ boil 
down to about half. Strain through 
a fine sieve, or several layers of 
cheesecloth wrung out in cold 
water, into pint jars, scalded in 
boiling water. Cover tightly and 
refrigerate. Use the broth for 
cooking vegetables and rice, as a 
base for soup, or in recipes call- 
ing for chicken broth. 

Note: The gizzard is not used 
here because it has such a dis- 
tinctive flavor it gives an off-flavor 
to the broth. Freeze the liver to 
use some other way. 


Poached Chicken with 


Rice in Lemon Sauce 


Shortly before chicken is done, 
cook 1 cup rice. Keep hot while 
you make the sauce. 

Melt 4 tablespoons butter in a 
saucepan, stir in 3 tablespoons 
flour until smooth. Add 1 cup 
broth. Cook, 
whisking constantly, until sauce 
bubbles. Take off the heat. Beat 
up one egg yolk, add a little of 
the hot sauce, and 2 tablespoons

butter. Then beat in remaining 
sauce. Finally, stir in 34 cup fresh 
lemon juice. 


To serve: Place poached chicken 
in center of hot serving platter, 
surround with hot rice, and spoon 
the lemon sauce over both chicken 
and rice.

Real Chicken Salad 


Strip the meat from the cold, 
poached chicken in large pieces, 
removing all gristle, fat, skin and 
bones. Then cut into fairly large 
pieces. Sprinkle with salt and 
freshly ground pepper. Be gener- 
ous with the pepper, for its sweet, 
sharp flavor is especially com- 
patible with chicken. Mix well.

heavy mayonnaise, 
own or commercial—one 
without any sweetness whatsoever 
—with commercial sour cream 
and lemon juice to taste. Approxi- 
mately 1 cup cream to 2 cups 
mayonnaise. Taste for seasoning. 

Add just enough mayonnaise to 
the chicken to coat each piece of 
meat, and mix carefully. Pile in 
a large crystal bowl, surround 
with Bibb or leaves from the 
hearts of Boston lettuce. Spoon a 
dollop of mayonnaise on top and 
garnish with well-drained capers. 

Note: The meat from a 5-pound 
chicken will serve about 6. Hot, 
buttered biscuits and a bottle of 
chilled white wine are excellent 
accompaniments. 

Variations: Add Y%, cup or so 
of slivered, toasted almonds or 
the same amount of green seed- 
less grapes. 


Mediterranean Chicken Salad 


Beat 2 egg yolks until very 
thick, then beat in 1 cup heavy 
cream and ¥ cup dry sherry. 
Place over a very low heat and 
cook, stirring constantly, until 
thickened 
Watch carefully because it goes 
very quickly. Season with a dash 
of salt. Chill. Makes about 144 
cups. When chilled, pour over 
cold, sliced poached chicken and 
sprinkle with finely 
lemon peel. 

Serve with Rice Salad: To 
cooked rice add enough olive oil 
and tarragon 
moisten it. Season with salt, 
ground pepper, and a 
mere dash of freshly grated nut- 
meg. Mix in chopped celery, 
fresh basil leaves (if available), 
sliced black olives, sliced raw 
peeled tomato, and red and green 
peppers.

Now there are many which 
might be vertical panels in them- 
selves, either to create pretty 
stripes of ornament or to simu- 
late moldings. Lennon’s ‘Daisy- 
land Border’ is one of these 





a 
pattern of sunny, summery yel- 
lows and greens which may run 
vertically or horizontally, as an 





overall wall covering in a broad 
floral stripe, or clipped apart, 
with each section applied as a 
narrower border. United’s 8-inch 
prepasted “Laurel Border’ is an- 
other, especially stylish in a Re- 
gency way, and very expensive- 
looking in green or charcoal-on- 
white. It is designed with its own 
border top and bottom—a_ 1°4- 
inch strip of stylized leaf pattern, 
which can be clipped off and used 
as a border by itself. And one of 
the most beguiling of the floral 
borders, so flowery you can al- 
most smell the make-believe gar- 
den it comes from, is Imperial’s 
‘Pavilion’.

“Most people don’t pay half 
enough mind to the idea of wall- 
paper as a furniture slipeover— 
not for upholstered furniture, of 
course, but for case  pieces— 
bureaus, tables, desks.

Cutting your own flowers so late 
in the season seems to prolong the 
feeling and pleasure of summer. 
And, in a way, it shortens the ef- 
fect of the long winter months. It 
seems to me that every day we can 
capture from that cold and dreary 
season is worth the effort. 

[If you picture the pleasant pros- 
pect of late bloom from some. of 
the following plants in your gar- 


den, you may be inspired to action. 


Eupatorium, mistflower, hardy 
ageratum. 

Here’s a robust hardy perennial. 
with creeping roots. It’s a delight 
to see it grow. but keep it in 
bounds or it may take possession 
of your garden. The flowers are a 
lovely soft blue that is perfect in 
the late fall with yellow flowers. 
It will grow practically anywhere, 
in half shade or in full sun. It 
blooms from August until frost and 


is fine for cutting. 


Michaelmas Daisy, hardy aster. 

These provide a splash of lovely 
color in the late-summer and fall 
garden that cannot be surpassed. 
They flower profusely in a great 
range of colors including white.

There are now many fine kinds 
available. One of the best has stems 
about 20 inches high, topped with 
many gently cascading yellow 
plumelike flower sprays. The flow- 
ers last a long time. If you live on 
the beach where the seaside gold- 
enrod (S. sempervirens)  flour- 
ishes, you can transplant clumps, 
and they will make themselves per- 
fectly at home in your garden. 
They provide a showy display of 
deep yellow flowers through Sep- 
tember and later. 


Kniphofia, tritoma, torch lily, red- 
hot-poker, flame flower.

What is phylo? A fabulous Greek pastry, pronounced fee-low, 
sometimes spelled fillo, as thin as tissue paper, and the basis 
for the famous honey dessert called baklava. It is also used to 
make sumptuous savories such as spanakopeta (spinach squares ) 
and tiropetes (cheese triangles). For cooks who would like to 
try their hands with phylo, or other Greek dishes, we highly 
recommend The Art of Greek Cookery, a definitive book on 
Greek cuisine compiled by the women of St. Paul’s Greek Or- 
thodox Church, published by Doubleday. Phylo can be pur- 
chased fresh or frozen in stores specializing in Greek foods, as 
well as in some specialty food shops. 


Wheat does “choice” stamped on a piece of meat mean? It 
indicates the quality of the meat and tells you it has been 
graded by the United States Department of Agriculture. The 
standards set up by the U.S.D.A. for beef, veal, and lamb 
(pork is federally inspected but not graded) are as follows: 
Prime—the finest quality and most expensive. Prime beef, usu- 
ally available only in markets specializing in quality beef, con- 
stitutes a very small percentage of all marketed beef. Choice 
—generally available in most retail markets, is considered the 
best buy on the basis of palatability and cost. Good—less de- 
sirable meat, is also considerably less expensive. Standard, Com- 
mercial and Utility are rarely, if ever, found in the market 
place because they are not of a quality for home consumption. 


Nee Cognac and brandy the same thing? Cognac is brandy, 
but not all brandy is Cognac. Only brandy made in the Cognac 
region of France can legally be called Cognac. All brandy is 
made from wine and all wine-producing countries make brandy. 
The juices of the grape ferment into wine, which is then dis- 
tilled. The result, initially, is a tough, fiery, colorless liquid 
which is aged in old casks (preferably oak) until the master 
taster determines by his nose, not by taste, when it is ready for 
bottling. American brandy is made in California by the same 
time-honored method. Once brandy is bottled, no matter where 
it’s made, it will not age further. Cognac labeled Fine Cham- 
pagne, which confuses many people, indicates blends from two 
Cognac districts: Champagne and Petite Champagne. Connois- 
seurs consider it the finest of all Cognacs. 


What is espresso coffee? Technically, it’s strong, black coffee 
brewed in an espresso machine under steam pressure. You are 
undoubtedly familiar with the espresso shops in this country 
and in Italy. To make a comparable coffee at home, you must 
use either a French or an Italian dark roast coffee, very, very 
finely ground, brewing it in an Italian drip coffee pot called a 
macchinetta (these are widely available in shops specializing in 
cooking equipment). If espresso is served with a twist of lemon 
in a demitasse or in a tall wine glass, warmed, it is known as 
Roman espresso. American coffee roasters pack espresso coffee 
in half-pound vacuum tins.

French or Belgian endive (known in England as 
chicory) has a pleasant little “bite” and looks like large at- 
tenuated buds, in compact heads, shading from white to creamy 
yellow; escarole, sometimes confused with chicory, or the curly 
endive, has long, slender leaves curly at the edges, and a slightly 
bitter taste; chicory, sometimes called curly endive, a feathery 
green that grows flat, also has a tang. Imported French or Bel- 
cian endive is most frequently served as a salad, which is sad, 
because it is so delicious cooked. Both escarole and chicory 
are true salad greens, especially good when combined with less 


authoritative ones, such as Boston lettuce. All are in season now.

The opulent work done by great talents in the decorating field 
is the subject of The Finest Rooms (Viking. $18.50), edited by 
Katharine Tweed with an introduction by Russell Lynes (see 
page 208). This photographic collection of sumptuous rooms 
has been vitalized by comments from the decorators about the 
rooms and their work. Besides the work of William Baldwin and 
Mrs. Henry Parish II, whom we have included in our “American

matters of household taste. But essentially the inside of a house, 
like the outside, was the business of the architect who designed 
it. He was concerned with every detail of interior structural 
delight, just as he was with every exterior one. He designed the 
parlor moldings and made renderings of the ornament that the 
plaster expert (in England he was called a stuccador) applied 
to the ceiling. He designed mantels and cupboards and con- 
cerned himself about the color of the walls and the size of the 
dining-room chandelier. He was consulted about carpets and 
curtains and sideboards. 

“When a villa is designed by an architect,” wrote Andrew 
Jackson Downing, America’s principal guardian of taste in 
the 1840’s, “he generally superintends and directs the finishing 
of the interior.” He noted, however, that “in villas of consider- 
able importance, interior decorators, who devote themselves to 
this branch of the profession, are called in to complete the 
whole, as the builder leaves it.” He mentioned one in particular, 
Mr. George Platt of New York, “‘at present the most popular 
decorator in the country,” who possessed “talent enough to take 
an apartment [the word apartment then meant room], or suite 
of apartments, design and execute the decorations and color, 
and furnish them throughout in any style.” 

I do not wish to put too much importance on George Platt, 
who was my great-grandfather, but he is a convenient link be- 
tween Elsie de Wolfe and the founders of her profession in the 
Eighteenth Century in England. Platt was an Englishman, and 
though he lived and prospered in America, he remained one 
until his death. Interior decoration was, so far as he was con- 
cerned, an English profession, and he took care not to be iden- 
tified with upholsterers and shopkeepers. The sign on his offices 
at 53 Broadway said “Interior Decorations.” 

When Platt was a young man in London in the first decades 
of the last century, the profession of interior decoration was 
doubly established. On the one hand it had been for a century 
a branch of the profession of architecture, and on the other it 
was identified with the craftsmanship of great furniture de- 
signers and manufacturers. There was a brilliant tradition of 
architects, men like William Kent and the brothers Adam, who 
were idolized by the fashionable and sought after primarily be- 
cause of their delight in interiors and their superlative talents 
in creating and overseeing every detail and nuance of surface 
and furnishing. And there were names like Chippendale and 


Hepplewhite that were synonyms for elegance and _ taste.

It is worth pausing for a minute to consider William Kent 
(as Platt unquestionably did with awe), for it was he who first 
enyisioned the architect’s job as encompassing every aspect of 
a house from its cornices to its console tables. Kent, a Yorkshire- | 
man, was a student at St. Luke’s Academy in Rome when he 
was discovered by the famous patron of the arts and archi- 


tecture, Lord Burlington, in 1719. Burlington brought the tal-

Kent believed that only furniture that he designed himself 
| was entirely harmonious with the elaborate decoration that he 
imposed on the walls and ceilings of his interiors, and he was 
the first architect so to insist. Evidently his contemporaries were 


delighted with his insistence; he became, as mentors of taste 





not infrequently have, something of a cult. “His oracle was so 
much consulted by all who affected taste,” wrote Walpole, “that Louis C. Tiffany's New

Spain thirty thousand years ago. The embellishment of his dwell- 
ing has concerned man as long as history has known him. The 
furnishings of his house have challenged his ingenuity since 
the time when he first converted a stump into a chair. 

The earliest decoration, however, to have had a direct effect 
on the modern profession of interior decoration was that of the 
houses of Pompeii and Herculaneum, which, for the convenience 
of posterity if hardly of their inhabitants, were preserved in 
the lava and ash from Vesuvius that engulfed them in 69 a.p. 
Robert Adam, the older of the famous eighteenth-century archi- 
tect-decorator brothers, insisted that contrary to general belief 
the Romans did not live in monotonous, solemn halls; Rome, 
he said, was “tasteful, not profuse.” It was the domestic scale 
of Pomeii that he so admired, not the massive public buildings 
of Imperial Rome; it was the fresh and pleasing frescoes of 
mythological subjects and the mosaics of fruits and fish and 
flowers that inspired and delighted him. Unlike the great palaces 
of the Renaissance, whose architects had a different view of what 
Romans were like, Adam was concerned with human scale and 
the relation of the size and comfort and dignity of people to 
the size of rooms. The palaces of the Renaissance dwarfed their 
inhabitants by the grandeur and the massiveness of their orna- 
ment; neither furniture nor people seemed to bear any relation 
to their suroundings. “The first modern Italian artists,” says 
Mario Praz, the historian, in his remarkable and beautiful book, 
An Illustrated History of Furnishings, “had erroneously con- 
ceived everything according to a canon of magnificence, and 
for three centuries all of Europe had simply groaned slavishly 
under the weight of this error.” 

It was architects with a concern not only for human scale but 
for the delights of interior detail who rescued Europe. if not 
America, from Renaissance drafts and damps and massive halls. 
We had our own so-called Renaissance toward the end of the last 
century, when the Vanderbilts and Astors of New York and the 
Potter Palmers of Chicago and the gold-rush millionaires of 
San Francisco, built on a scale to make a Medici envious . . . or 


possibly to feel cozy by comparison. 


It is fair to say that it is characteristic of decorators, as we 
now use the term, to look backward or very far afield, and to 
search out and recast in new molds the delights of the past and 
of exotic lands. In one sense this is what Kent was doing with 


his modernized version of Palladio. (Please turn to page 250)

%4 cup (11% sticks) butter 

14% cups sugar 

3 eggs 

24% cups sifted all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

Ys cup milk 

114 teaspoons vanilla 

4 squares (l-ounce size) unsweetened 
chocolate, or 4 envelopes (1-ounce 
size) no-melt unsweetened chocolate 


Grease an 8” spring-form pan thorough- 
ly, then line bottom and sides with wax 
paper. Melt the chocolate squares over 
hot, not boiling, water.

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First to taste “‘chocolatl” was the 16th-century royal court of Mexico. The 
Emperor Montezuma served it to the Spanish conquistadors in great golden 
goblets. It was a bitter brew then, not at all to the Spaniards’ taste. Never- 
theless, the explorer Cortez recognized the possibilities inherent in the 
precious little brown beans and took them back to Spain in 1519. There, 
the Spaniards crushed the beans and sweetened them with honey and va- 
nilla, creating something comparable, we assume, to our breakfast choco- 
late. Spanish gentlewomen were so fond of the drink that they took little 
pots of chocolate with them to church. 

The Spaniards kept the secret of this new drink so well that it was more 
than a hundred years before the rest of the world knew it and the chocolate 
craze swept through the royal houses of Europe. It is believed the first box 
of chocolates was presented to Louis XIV when he was betrothed to the 
daughter of the Spanish King, Philip IV. The first chocolate shop was 
opened in London around 1657. By the middle of the 18th Century, the little 
dark brown beans had completed the round trip back to the New World, and 
the American colonists could share in this “new” New World discovery. 

Since then, no well-polished sweet tooth, American or European, has 
been able to resist the irresistible flavor of chocolate. 

Herewith, a choice collection of chocolate recipes to delight all who 
delight in chocolate and, on page 251, “What You Should Know About 


Chocolate and Chocolate Cookery.” 


Cream the butter until soft, then paper gently. When cold, frost with 


eradually work in the sugar. until fluffy.

A MUSIC 
LIBRARY

An account—by a man of eminence in

A youngster who innocently starts out by purchasing 
and owning a few music books or recordings may wake 
up one day being owned and bankrupted by a library 
of several thousand volumes and albums. Bankrupt or 
not, he wilkin all probability continue to be driven by 
an unquenchable desire for the latest set of 14th-cen- 
tury madrigals or the newest super-stereophonic equip- 
ment of ever-increasing stratospheric fidelity. 

My own situation is slightly different. Having un- 
limited access to live music—much of it produced by 
myself or by members of my opera company—I am 
relatively immune to discus germs and the tape virus, 
but I do have a severe case of pernicious bibliomania. 

The first attack of this incurable affliction struck 
me when I was 13 years old and studying to become 
a pianist in Berlin. In that faraway winter of 1922, 
Germany was going through a dreadful period of gal- 
loping inflation when the value of the money fell daily 
and precipitously. An American dollar that might be 
worth seven hundred thousand German marks on 
Monday would buy one million marks on Friday and 
double that amount the next time you went to the 
bank. While the prices of commodities would also in- 
crease with frightening rapidity, they could not keep 
pace with the monetary devaluation. As a result of 
this discrepancy, the foreign visitors who were lucky 
enough to have access to hard currency (of the English, 
Swiss, or U.S. variety) were in an enviable position. 
My mother and I, who had left Soviet Russia some 
months earlier with a meager hoard of two hundred 
dollars, discovered that we could manage quite com- 
fortably on one dollar a week, provided that the Ger- 
man money bought with that single dollar was im- 
mediately converted into food and lodging. Holding 
on to the local greenbacks for even a few days might 
result in a sharp decline of their purchasing power. 

A few weeks after our arrival in Berlin, I was be- 
friended by a gentleman from Chicago who was very 
fond of music and who could listen for hours while I 
practiced Debussy on his rather miserable upright 
piano. One day he mentioned that if I could find him a 
decent grand piano he would be willing to pay for it 
in American dollars. | knew of a lovely Bluethner 
baby grand in a little piano store where I was told 
that if I could persuade my Chicago music lover to 
buy the instrument for forty American dollars, I 
would be entitled to a commission of ten percent. It 
all worked like a charm and within hours, it seemed, 
I found myself with four crisp new dollar bills.

The form of this strikingly dramatic house developed 
from the rigorous dictates of its site: a steep and nar- 
row wooded plot that slopes sharply down to the edge 
of Seattle’s Lake Washington. 

Since the narrowness of the site necessitates the com- 
pact grouping of the floor plan into three separate 
levels, a tall, prowlike window “shaft” rising continu- 
ously from basement to third story will flood the in- 
teriors with ambient light and enable the principal 
areas of all three floors to command panoramic views 
of the lake and the rugged Cascade mountain range be- 
yond, Ample outdoor living will be made possible— 
and especially inviting—by means of spacious canti- 
levered decks that soar out over the slope from the 
first-floor level. 

The Ernest Henleys are both doctors—he is a physi- 
cist and she is a physician. They have two children in 
their early teens. The Henley family’s informal pattern 
of Northwest living has suggested a traditional, yet 
romantic, solution of grouping family activities around 
the kitchen and living-area fireplaces. Although the 
floor plan is basically open—and it is really open in 
the three-dimensional sense, where the window prow 
pierces the intervening floor levels—there will be pri- 
vate spaces where privacy is required. 

In keeping with the casual mode of living that seems 
as native to the Northwest as its own building mate- 
rials, the interiors and exteriors of the house will be 
surfaced with natural Western cedar, and the fireplaces 


will be built of native stone.

“With today’s emphasis on suburban living, it is dis- 
tinctly a refreshing experience to be asked to design a 
town house. A number of factors made this a partic- 
ularly intriguing commission. The site, a 100-by-200- 
foot lot, virtually flat and treeless, is confined on three 
sides by eight-foot-high brick walls. Situated in a 
venerable private street, or place, featuring three- 
storied houses of an elegant vintage, the mood —if not 
the idiom—was indicated. Many of the surrounding 
houses are of the carriage-house period. 

“Among other objectives, it was our responsibility 
to make this a compatible mid-twentieth-century resi- 
dence, designed to accept and integrate the automobile. 
Rather than desecrate the rear of the property with 
driveways, turnabouts, and garages, it seemed reason- 
able to accommodate these facilities on the north, or 
street side of the house.

“This house was conceived for my family as an escape 
from the city. It is to be built on the island of Grenada, 
West Indies, on a point of land teeming with peacocks, 
goats, and hummingbirds, where a 100-foot-high cliff 
rises from a crescent beach that is protected by an un- 
derwater coral reef. 

“The house may be constructed in stages. Six-sided 
rooms are to be arranged one above the other to form 
a tower. Closets, baths, and built-in furniture are to be 
contained in U-shape piers that support the floors. The 
area of each level is less than 340 square feet. Concrete 
surfaces will be grooved horizontally to make construc- 
tion joints invisible and to provide ledges for vines 
and mosses that thrive in the warm, moist climate. At 
each pier, two openings will be fitted with wood jalou- 
sies to control privacy and the unvarying trade winds, 
while the third opening—framing a fine view of the 
harbor, the town of St. George’s, and the jungled moun- 
tains beyond —will be screened. 

““Access to the rooms will be by landscaped steps 
and paths climbing the face of the cliff. Suspension 
bridges of chains and slats will connect step landings 
with the house so that each bedroom will seem to be at 
ground level. 

“Since there will be little indoor entertaining, only 
a small living room is planned, with a tiny dining area 
tucked beneath a book-lined balcony-study. Wooden 
barn-type doors, 16 feet high, open onto the terrace 
and beach. All materials will be chosen for ease of 
maintenance. Floors will be concrete, covered with cir- 
cular straw rugs from Dominica. Each room level will 


have its own garden hose and a drain for cleaning with 
running water.”

Each weekend during the months that this house has 
been under construction, a stream of cars has found 
the hidden lane that leads to the site. At first, the tur-

Care of Palms 


Although palms are easy to 
care for, there are a few specific 
requirements to be observed: 

1. They require moderately good 
natural or artificial light, but not 
sunlight. A north window is ex- 
cellent. 

2. They should be kept reasonably 
moist but not soaked. Add water 
when the soil feels almost, but not 
altogether, dry. Water thoroughly 
—until it seeps through the pot 
into the gravel or saucer in which 
the pot must be kept. Do not let 
plants sit in water or the roots 
will rot and the plants will die. 
3. Feed palms with organic ferti- 
lizer—such as fish emulsion—ac- 
cording to directions on the pack- 
age. Feed them every two or three 
weeks. : 

4. Keep foliage free of dust. Wipe 
leaves with a soft cloth or paper 
towel. Do not use commercial leat 
glosses. These are like a seal of 
varnish—and the kiss of death. 
5. Trim off all yellow or brown 
leaves with.sharp scissors. Do not 
allow dead leaves and debris to 
collect in the soil. @

It is gen- 
erally considered an eating choco- 
late, although it may be used as 
an ingredient. 

Cocoa. There are three types: 
breakfast cocoa, with at least 22 
percent cocoa butter: cocoa, 
which can have a range from 10 
percent to 22 percent of cocoa 
butter; and cocoa with less than 
10 percent cocoa butter. Obvious- 
ly, the higher the cocoa-butter 


content, the more flavorful the 


finished dish. 

Chocolate syrup, a combina- 
tion of chocolate or cocoa flavor- 
ing, depending on the manufac- 
turer’s formula. Generally used 
as a sauce over ice cream, mixed 
with milk as a drink, or to flavor 
ice cream sodas. 


How to Melt Chocolate 

The chocolate should be placed 
in the top of a small double 
boiler or other suitable contain- 
er over hot, not boiling, water. 
If boiling water is used. there’s 
a good chance that steam will 
rise and condense. Even if so 
much as a drop of water gets 
will 


tighten the chocolate and make 


into melting chocolate. it 
it impossible to use.

have observed, water and fat 
don’t mix, and chocolate is fat— 


hence this caution. 


How to Salvage “‘Tightened” 
Chocolate 

If. by chance, a few drops of 
water get into the melting choc- 
olate, add one to two tablespoons 
of vegetable shortening (not but- 
ter, which contains moisture) and 
stir until chocolate has relique- 


fied.

“Fall: -planting 


of spring 


Anyone who has never’ been 


tempted by the sight of a bin of 
tulips in the fall windows of a 
seed shop or nursery must have a 
sales resistance of steel. If you've 


never given in, we beg of you 


change your gardening pattern 
this year and enjoy the fun and 
the easiest laissez-faire kind of 


gardening ever invented with— 


when spring comes round again, 


and sometimes even when the 
snow is still on the ground—such 
rewards as you wouldn't dare an- 
ticipate. 

But if you have already discov- 
ered the joys of a tulip garden, or 
first daf- 


fodil in your own front yard, 


the thrill of seeing the 
snifing at the sweetness of a 
prime white hyacinth, don’t stop 
at those bulbs, lovely as they are. 
The bulbs of Holland are so well 
known that they are the garden- 
first But

er’s choice. since the

a notion in the mind of some 
neophyte gardeners that tulip

All can be planted in temper-

In preparing the bulb bed, it 
ay be less effort to completely 
ke off the top six inches of soil 
id then set the bulbs in place, 
ter loosening the soil below. 
Large bulbs like tulips and 
/racinths and daffodils should be 





planted six inches deep and six 
inches apart. The small bulbs 
with which we are not nearly 
well enough acquainted are set 
three inches deep, three inches 
apart. Veteran gardeners point 
out that bulbs planted deeper 
than this—as much as nine inches 
for large and five for small bulbs 
—may be longer in coming to 
bloom, but have a longer life 
year after year, if they are simply 
left ‘in the ground. 

Bulbs may be set into holes 
that have been dug in the soil by 
a trowel. When the top soil has 
been firmed over them, no mat- 
ter what method is used in plant- 
ing, they should be well watered. 

It’s a good idea, especially if 
your climate is one that is subject 
to sharp changes in temperature 
during the winter, to cover the 
bulb beds with peat or evergreen 
branches, in order to protect them 
from root damage. The coverings 
should be applied only after the 
first frost, and when the weather 
warms up you should take regular 
peeks under the coverings. When 









the green shoots show, remove the 
mulch. 

Tulips do better in locations 
that do not subject them to direct 
sun light, and they will also flow- 
er earlier in a southerly planting 
position. 

Bulbs will produce longer if, 
when you cut the flowers in the 
spring, you snip only one leaf 
with a flower, and be sure to 
leave the green foliage untouched 
until it has completely faded. &

proud of my collection of Mo- 
zartiana, but I do not delude my- 
self as to the quality of certain 
of its ingredients. There is no 
question that at least one-third 
of my 250 books on Mozart are 
feeble rehashes of earlier aid 
worthier models. The young mu- 
sic lover, however, who is just 
beginning to assemble an_ op- 
eratic library should be encour- 
aged to acquire first of all the 
really solid and inspiring items. 
If he heeds my advice, he will 
begin by tracking down the best 
single book on opera—said to be 
out of print but worth a search— 
the remarkable three-in-one vol- 
ume by Ernest Newman entitled 
Stories of the Great Operas and 
Their Composers, published by 
Garden City Books. It contains 
complete analyses of the stories 
and the music of 30 famous works 
and twelve splendidly written bi- 
ographies of the most important 
creators of opera. A two-volume 
paperback, Great Operas, also by 
Newman, is published by Vintage. 
$1.45 each. Next on the list could 
come The Essence of Opera, ed- 
ited and annotated by Ulrich 
Weisstein, published by Free 
Press of Glencoe, Inc., at $6.50, 
a collection of excerpts from the 
writings of more than 60 authors, 
all of whom have noteworthy 
things to say about the lyric 
drama. When it comes to Mozart 
and Verdi, there is almost too 
much to choose from, but my 
own favorites are: Mozart: His 
Character, His Work by Alfred 
published by Oxford 
University Press, Inc., $10.00 
($2.65 paperback); Giuseppe 
Verdi—His Life and Works by 
Francis Toye, published by Vin- 
tage Books, $1.45 paperback; and 
Orpheus at Eighty by Vincent 
Sheean, published by Random 
House, Inc., $5.00. Richard Wag-

ee book-lover will undoubted- 
ly wish to own recordings. Those 
who are already bitten by this 
bug are obviously beyond the 
reach of advice, no matter how 
well-meaning. Those still album- 
less and interested in complete 
recordings of famous operas may 
want to know my favorites. It is 
not easy to make such a list, be- 
cause by the time this article ap- 
pears, even better discs may be 
available. Besides, like most mu- 
sicians of my age, I am devoted 
to many recordings which are 
no longer on the market. How- 
ever, for the benefit of the new 
collector I am willing to reveal 
my secret preferences among re- 
cent (whenever possible, stereo- 
phonic) albums. Identified by re- 
cording company and conductor, 
they are: Carmen (Angel-Prétre), 
La Traviata  (Victor-Previtali), 
La Bohéme_ (Angel-Schippers), 
The Magic Flute  (London- 
Bohm), Aida (Victor-Solti), The 
Flying Dutchman (Victor-Dorati),

The site includes several lovely 
areas for walks and picnics, and 
the house was designed to take 
full advantage of these by step- 
ping gently down from the crest 
of the entrance ridge. Adjacent 
properties are large and densely 
wooded, assuring the Ohtas of 
almost complete privacy from 
their neighbors. A_pool-fireplace 
and Japanese garden will be shel- 
tered between the house and an 
extensive garden wall of stone and 
redwood. 

The hovering stone masonry of 
the central chimney will incorpo- 
rate the kitchen range, oven, and 
barbecue as well as the living- 
room fireplace. All stone will be 
imported from Arizona’s Kaibab 
plateau and will be a warm, tan 
color.

A prime characteristic of the

shape and size of the painting 
field as well as to the images 
upon it. This current taste illus- 
trates the intimate relationship 
which the painting and its frame 
have had throughout the history 
of art: the frame always sensi- 
tively complements the painted 
field which it surrounds and may 
relate to the painting in any num- 


ber of ways. 


Tasteful framing 


“Art is limitation; the essence 
of every picture is the frame.” 
With these words Gilbert Keith 
Chesterton summarized his opin- 
ion about a frequently questioned 
relationship. Whether or not we 
agree, tasteful framing is essential 
to any pictorial image and _ the 
right frame can indeed enhance 
an artist’s expression. In a sense, 
the picture “lives” in its frame, 
and with it the viewer is led to 
the full enjoyment of the work. 
Georges Seurat, the French post- 
impressionist, considered an ap- 
propriate frame so important that 
he often made his own, using his 
characteristic pointillist technique 
for both picture and frame and 
relating the colors of the two in

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a very complex way. “La Grande 
Jatte” in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art in New York City 
exemplifies this framing  tech- 
nique. 

The first question to ask when 
you are selecting a frame is, 
“What am I framing?” The an- 
swer has to do with what frame- 
makers call the spirit of a work 
of art. This spirit is often re- 
lated to the school or era of the 
painting, and is especially essen- 
tial to understand today, because 
“period” framing is one of the 
current trends. The basic prin- 
ciple of this technique is that the 
history of art is the best guide for 
frame selection: paintings ba- 
roque in feeling require a_ba- 
roque frame; paintings that are 
simple, linear, and contemporary 
in design require clean, unob- 
trusive, modern frames. 

If blending or harmonizing 
frames with your works of art is 
less desirable to you than con- 
trasting them, whether in spirit 
and feeling or in color and tex- 
ture, then by all means contrast. 
A frame is improper only if it 
overpowers artistic expression, 
competes with a picture, distracts 
the viewer from the drawn image, 
or actively clashes with it. Guide 
yourself by the fact that whether 
contrasted or matched with a 
work of art, a frame is acceptable 
and effective if it is not inordi- 
nately creative. 

A word of caution, too, about 
using color with your frame selec- 
tion. People are likely to pick out 
one color from the picture and 
repeat it throughout the frame. 
The result often is that the viewer 
cannot decide what to look at, be- 
cause the frame vies with the art 
work for his attention. You cannot 
tell whether a frame will be right 
for a given work of art until you 
come face-to-face with it. Some 
works of art seem to frame them- 
selves, while others can be com- 
pleted only by trial and error. 
One of the curious things about 
selecting frames is that the works 
of art you like best often prove

The frame as décor 


A distressing trend in art today 
is the self-conscious, over-studied 
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approach to buying and framing 
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pictures. Just as there is nothing 
more tragic than buying an in- 
ferior work of art simply because 
it matches the rug or sofa pillows, 
so there is nothing more absurd 
than misframing a fine work of 
art merely to match the coffee 
table. Visualize the “Mona Lisa” 
imprisoned in Danish modern, 
and you will understand why you 
should never select frames merely 
to ornament a room. The frame 
should enhance the picture by 
making it a pleasing focal point 
of the room, not debase it by 
making the picture a mere wall 
decoration. The picture and its 
frame should stand on their own 
merits or they do not deserve to 
be hung. 

You can find a framemaker or 
someone qualified to select frames, 
but you will buy with double as- 
surance if you have your own 
knowledge of proper and econom- 
ical framing. Shop comparatively. 
Some have just a few 
standard frames; others have a 
larger and more varied selection. 
Shops differ, too, both in the 
quality and the price range of 
their offerings. One thing should 
be constant: the price quoted to 
you should include four things— 
the molding, the matting, the 
glass, and the proper fitting of 
these three components. As he 
figures the final frame price for 
you, the framer should list the 
cost of each of these individually. 

A framer with a fine reputation 
is usually well known and recom- 
mended by art dealers, who may 
themselves frequent the firm they 
recommend. A good framemaker 
is dependable, has the respect of 
his fellow art dealers, and is al- 
ways cautious in the handling of 
art work. He must see that the 
edges of a drawing or a print 
are never cut or trimmed, for this 
ultimately reduces their resale 
value. He should use a pure wheat 
paste or library paste on the 
hinges holding the work of art to 
the mat—never modern glue, 
which can eventually rot and dis- 
color the paper. He should never 
hinge all four corners of a print,

for only if it hangs free can it ac- 
commodate the shrinking or swell- 
ing of the mat on which it is 
mounted. He should also back the 
framed picture with good rag 
content backboards, and not with 
woodpulp backs. These, used 
many years ago, contain chem- 
icals which can discolor the paper 


on which the art work is executed. 
Finally, check to see how well 
he has fitted and joined the cor- 
ners of the frame. This is an ex- 
cellent test for a 
framer.

Mats 


Mats were not used extensively 
prior to the 19th Century. Today 
we consider them an integral part 
of the total frame composition 
and use them to enclose a work of 
art within a frame. A general 
rule about the size of mats is that 
narrow ones should be used with 
wide frames; wide ones with nar- 
row frames. 

You can use a mat to enclose 
or to provide a background for 
a picture. If your work of art is 
damaged along the outer edges by 
an indelible stain or a tear, you 
can “mat out” these undesirable 
by 
measured and cut to cover them. 
When you are thinking of buying 


a work of art, always consider the 


conditions having the mat 


area a mat could or should cover. 
Generally, you will want the sig- 
nature to be visible, as well as at 
least one inch around the entire 
composition. With graphics, this 
method should permit you to see 
the plate or stone mark. 

Mats are available in almost all 
colors. They can be cardboard, 
but

ally use cream-colored cardboard 
mats, which are standard and neu- 
tral. Regardless of color or fab- 
ric, a good mat should have an 
inner edge that is carefully cut 
and finished.

In the graphic 
arts, the artist also creates his 
personal image, but works it upon 
stones, metal plates, or blocks of 
wood. From these a limited num- 
ber of works are produced, each 
involving unique technical proce- 
dures and skills. Both form® of 
the original have been collected 
and prized for many centuries. 
Rembrandt’s etchings were as 
widely collected by his contem- 
poraries as were shis oils. Picas- 
so’s lithographs are now as eager- 
ly sought after as his paintings 
and drawings.

does not decrease or increase in 
successive graduated stages. Its 
end. is square, abrupt, and un- 
tapered. Learn to understand its 
coarse texture and raised quality 
by gently running your fingertip 
over the etching. Always remem- 
ber that the lines of the etcher’s 
needle achieve all the effects of 
the composition, whether they are 
forms or figures or subtle tones 


of shadow. 
Engraving 


Engraving originated in the 
mid-15th Century. At that time 
the craftsmen of Northern Europe 
used to cut lines, forms, and de- 
signs on wood, metal, and gold. 
Now, in a similar way, the en- 
graver draws a composition onto 
a metal plate by cutting lines or 
furrows with a burin, a small 
steel rod with a triangularly 
pointed end that is set at an 
oblique angle. This process is ex- 
ceedingly slow, for the burin must 
scoop or cut deeply into the metal, 
not just seratch the surface, as 
with etchings on which the acid 
actually does the cutting. 

Engravings are printed exactly 
like etchings. The artist inks the 
furrows of the cut lines. He then 
dampens a piece of paper with 
warm water, places it above the 
inked metal plate, and runs them 
both through a simple hand press. 
As with the etching, the image is 
in reverse, and you can see a 
rigid plate mark around the four 
edges of the engraving. The em-

To create a drypoint, the artist 
sketches directly onto a bare piece 
of metal. He uses a needle having 
a steel tip set with a diamond, 
ruby, or other hard precious 
stone. The needle scratches the 
surface of the metal and leaves an 
identifiable, irregular ridge on 
either side of every line. This 
ridged line is either saw-edged, 
razor-edged, or knife-edged, de- 
pending upon the direction of the 
drypoint and the pressure put on 
it. The printing of the drypoint 
is identical to that of etchings and 
engravings. The metal plate is 
printed in reverse on a_ simple 


hand press. 


Woodcutting 


The woodcut was the earliest 
graphic process. Its potentials 
were first exploited in China dur- 
ing the T’ang dynasty of the 
Eighth Century and in Europe 
during the early 15th Century by 
Albrecht Durer, the earliest Eu- 
ropean master to work with the 
woodcut. Following him were the 
“Little Masters’—Pencz, Beham, 
and Altdorfer, who portrayed re- 
ligious scenes and vignettes from 
everyday life. The woodcut con- 
tinued to be important for artists 
until the 19th Century, but at that 
time it was rivaled by the newly 
introduced daguerrotype. The col- 
or woodcuts produced in Japan 
and China during the latter part

The pigments for 
colored woodcuts are ground in 
water and applied to the block 
like a paste. 

Black and white woodcuts are 
most easily identified by the inter- 
play of solid areas of blacks and 
whites. Woodcuts present form in 
silhouette. You can feel a variety 
of textures by touching them. 
These textures, from the grain of 
the wood, are an integral part of 
the artistic expression. 

The hand-printed woodcut is 
most often rendered on white 
Japanese rice paper, which you 
can recognize by the watermark 
lines that are approximately 
three-quarters of an inch apart 
over the whole surface. This paper 
retains color pigments whose 
penetration you can see from the 
reverse side of the composition. 
The color is not only a surface 
effect but also part of the paper. 

\n additional way to recognize 
the color woodcut is by its color 
eradation, which is determined 
by the amount of pigment and 
water applied to the thin rice 
paper. Become familiar with this 
richness of color. Also, hold origi- 
nal color woodcuts to the light; 
doing this should enhance their 
color, an occurrence that is unique 
and exclusive. You should exam- 
ine a woodeut in both artificial 
light and daylight, since it will 
look different in both. See it, too,

Lithography 


The lithograph originated in 
Bavaria in 1798 with the unique 
discovery by Aloys Senefelder 
that grease and water do not mix. 
“Lithograph” comes from the 
Greek words lithos, stone, and 
graphein, to write. To execute a 
lithograph, the artist draws his 
composition directly onto a_pre- 
pared slab of porous limestone 
with crayons that contain a resin 
or a wax. He then applies ink, 
which adheres only to the places 
covered with the crayon. To print, 
he usually works with a_profes- 
sional skilled in the complicated 
process of “pulling” or printing 
lithographs. The lithographer will 
clean the stone with acid and 
water prior to each “pull.” 

At the beginning of the 19th 
Century, the French masters Eu- 
eéene Delacroix, Théodore Geri- 
cault, and Eugéne Isabey began 
a great tradition of the “painter- 
lithographer.” When photography 
was introduced in the mid-19th 
Century, however, lithography de- 
clined. It was revitalized by the 
impressionists in the 1870’s and 
1880's. Degas, Manet, Pissarro, 
and finally Toulouse-Lautree in 
the J890’s brought about an un- 
precedented revival. Lithography

If you see a lithograph stone in 
any museum and then see an orig- 
inal lithograph printed from it, 
you will find that the vividness 
and spontaneity of the drawing 
on the stone is always transferred 
to the print. This liveliness can 
never be achieved by photographic 
reproduction and is a distinguish- 
ing trait. You can also find the 
mark of the outer edge of the 
lithograph stone around the edge 
of the printed lithograph. It is 
not as distinguishable as the plate 


mark of an etching. but certainly 


can help you discern the original. 
Contemporary lithographs are 
generally rendered on Arches 
paper or Rives paper—heavy pa- 
pers having a textured grain. You 
can often distinguish their water- 
marks by holding the paper up to 
light. The printed words Arches 
or Rives will then be visible. Dur- 
ing printing, the grain in all of 
the area pressed by the litho- 
graph stone is flattened. You can 
always look for the juxtaposition 
of the flattened and the regularly 
grained paper. Look, too, for 
some slight relief or raising of 
color above the surface of the 
paper. This is fairly good eyi- 
dence of an original. 

You can usually distinguish 
lithographs by an inklike odor 
almost always present, even years 
after printing. Also, original lith- 
ographs have subtle and widely 
ranged tones and textures never 
captured in mechanical reproduc- 
tions. No method can duplicate 
the deep blacks and intense, rich 
colors of hand-printed original 


lithographs.

American 


Wines 


By PHILIP WAGNER 


Wren President Johnson sug- 
gested the use of American wines 
to our embassies and consulates, 
he was simply adding patriotism 
to what many Americans had long 
considered common sense. The de- 
velopment of respectably good 
wines in America, certainly good 
enough to serve on all but rare 
occasions, is overdue its proper 
recognition. 

The odd thing is that more 
\mericans have not yet discov- 
ered their native wines. To be 
sure, many have. This is especial- 
ly true on the West Coast, where 
there exist a lore and a cult of 
the superior wines of California. 
But for many Americans the use 
of wines of ‘any sort is still not 
familiar either in entertaining or 
in everyday dining. When wine 
does enter into the planning of 
entertainment, and especially if 
the occasion is “important,” the 
choice is likely to be one of the 
well-known wines of Europe. 

It is time this changed. 

Wine producing in our country 
has long since come of age. Nine- 
tenths of the world’s wine is ordi- 
nary (ordinary in the sense that 
bread and cheese and fried chick- 
en and so many of the other good 
things of life are ordinary). This 
is as true of American wines as 
of any others. At the same time 
our best wines are up there close 
to the front row. Contrary to a 
general impression, they are not 
carbon copies of the wines of 
France and Germany. Why should 
they be? How can they be? A 
wine comes from a certain grape 
grown in a certain climate and a 
certain soil, fermented and 
brought to ripeness by a certain 
winemaker. There are bound to 
be differences, and they are what 
matter. The differences between 
our fine wines and those of Eu- 
rope exist to be acknowledged 
and enjoyed.

For many years editor of the Bal- 
timore Sun.

So our wines require and wil 
reward a bit of study. Once you 
understand certain basic fact 
about the wines, the “study” sim 
ply means tasting and more tast 
ing, frequently and attentively 
and done preferably with g00c 
friends. 

To begin with, American wine: 
fall into two very distinct cate 
gories. This is not in itself un. 
usual. Every European recognizes 
the distinction between the sun. 
drenched wines of the Mediter. 
ranean basin and the wines of the 
more northerly, temperate regions. 
So in this country we have the 
wines of “Mediterranean” Calli- 
fornia, and the wines east of the 
Rockies where the old-world 
grapes (that thrive in California) 
are difficult to grow. This differ- 
ence runs through any intelligent 
discussion of American wines. 

There is another distinction. In 
California the viticultural outline 
is pretty well settled—which 
grapes and which areas are best 
for what wine-producing purposes. 
East of the Rockies, wine produc- 
ing is still in evolution, especially 
in the all-important matter of 


grape varieties, 
The wines of California 


In California, a further distine- 
lion is made, between the premi- 
um wines and the everyday or 
“standard” wines. The latter are 
very well-made wines, probably 
the best ordinaires in the world. 
They come mainly from high-pro- 
duction vineyards and are usually 
blends from many vineyards. In 
the making of them, nuance gives 
way to a standard, They are ex- 
cellent value, wonderfully easy to 
drink, and ideal for day-to-day 
use in casual entertaining. Some 
are bottled at the winery (a form 
of insurance), but much is 
shipped in bulk from smaller win- 
eries to be bottled under local 
brand names. They are marketed 


mostly under “generic,” which is 
to say almost meaningless. names 
—burgundy, claret, or sauterne.

They may be bought in jugs or 
in the conventional fifths. Though 
the brand name is important to 
the buyer, this is not something 
requiring emphasis at table, so it 
makes sense to serve these gen- 


erously in carafes or a glass pitch- 


er. The reds are almost invariably 
better than the whites. Shop 
around until you find one to your 
taste and stick to it. 

California’s premium wines are 
another story. They are made of 
certain choice, shy-bearing grapes 
among which are Cabernet, 
Gamay, Merlot, and Pinot Noir 
for red wines (Zinfandel is a spe- 
cial case yielding premium wines 
in some areas and merely stan- 
dard wines in others) ; and Char- 
donnay, White Pinot, Riesling, 
Sauvignon Blane, Sémillon, and 
Traminer for white. A grape- 
variety name on the label almost 
always means a superior wine in 
the bottle. 

The production of these so- 
called “varietal” wines is con- 
centrated in limited areas. The 
most important are the Napa and 
Sonoma valleys north of San 
Francisco; an area around Liver- 
more east of the Bay; another 


area south of the Bay in Santa 
Clara county and farther south 
around Hollister and Paicenes: 
a small but choice area in the 
Santa Cruz mountains between 
Bay and sea: and (a new area) 
on the benches bordering the 
Salinas valley. The vintage of 
these grapes is always too small, 
there is intense competition for 
uncommitted supplies, and the 
cost of the wines is corresponding- 
ly high. 

The principal premium produc- 
ers have reputations as secure in 
their way as those of the great 
Almaden, 
Beaulieu, Charles Krug. Concan- 


Bordeaux chateaux: 
non, Cresta Blanca, Inglenook, 
Louis Martini, Paul Masson, and 
Wente. Others pushing them are 
Beringer, Buena Vista, Christian 
Brothers, Hanns Kornell, Korbel, 
Mirassou, the Novitiate of Los 
Gatos, Sebastiani, and Weibel. 
Some of these specialize in only 
one or two wines. 

Then there are the members of 
the wine-producing peerage who 
produce in such small quantities 
that their wines are not broadly 
distributed. One of these is Mar- 
tin Ray, on his mountaintop near 


Saratoga, whose Cabernet, Char- 
donnay, Pinot Noir, and Cham- 
pagnes are hors concours and 
extravagant price tags; 
others are the Souverain Cellars, 
notable for a velvety Zinfandel 
among other things: Mayacamas 
and Stony Hill, for their Chardan- 
nay: Hallerest, for 
Cabernet

superior 
and Riesling: and 
Ficklin Vineyard. for its alto- 
gether exceptional ports. All are 
worth seeking out, though hard to 
find beyond California. 

One more word about brand 
names. For good commercial 
reasons the premium producers 
have “lines” that include wines of 
lesser quality. On the other hand 
some big producers of standard 
wines have their premium lines 
as well. This means more often 
than not that the premium pro- 
ducers go shopping for their 
cheaper wines, and that the bulk 
producers go shopping for their 
premium lines. There is a_ fair 
bit of switching about. 


The wines of New York State 


The contrast between Cali- 
fornia and other American wine- 


producing regions is as extreme

as that between, say, the Rhine 
land and the Rhone Valley. Th 
grapes are different, the climate: 
and soils are different. and natu 
rally the wines are different. | 

New York is the biggest wing 
producing state after California. 
For better than a century there 
have been vineyards on the slopes 
overlooking some of the spectacu- 
lar Finger Lakes in the central 
part of the state, and for all that 
time the district has been famous 
for its Champagnes. Though four- 
fifths of our American wines are 
from California, a good half of 
all our Champagnes are produced 
in New York, a testimony to their 
quality and popularity. The 
names of Gold Seal, Great West- 
ern, and Taylor are as close to 
being household words as any 
names in American wines, and 
the Champagnes they stand for 
are made from grapes quite dif. 
ferent from those of California 
They are American varieties and 
hybrids with such names as Dela- 
ware, Catawba, Elvira, Dutchess 
The wines they produce are crisp 
aromatic, and to be accepted for 
what they are—indigenous wines

Filet mignons, cut from the tip 
end of the tenderloin, vary in size depending on the size of the 
tenderloin. They can be as small as 14% inches in diameter. With 
the exception of the chateaubriands, all are cut about 1 inch 
thick and all are cooked the same way—either sautéed or 


broiled. 


I, it true that capers are the seeds from nasturtiums? No. The 
contusion probably arises from the fact that capers resemble 
nasturtium seeds. Capers (they are always referred to in the 
plural) are the flower buds from a shrub, capparis spinosa, 
which grows along the Mediterranean, in the East Indies, and in 
the Orient. Capers, widely used in Mediterranean cookery, 
add a unique flavor to hot or cold sauces and are a great addi- 
tion to many salads. Usually bottled in vinegar, they are some- 


times available packed in salt. 


H hat is an “air” cake? Any cake that depends entirely on eggs 
(the whole eggs or the whites) to make it rise. In short, cakes 
that do not call for a leavening agent such as baking powder 
or soda. Typical examples are angel cake, sponge cake, and 


the famous genoise of France. 


‘ the cranberry indigenous to North America? Vhe cranberry 
in our markets is, but there is a type of cranberry—also known 
as mossberry—that grows in England, which is smaller and 
sweeter than our fruit. The Plymouth settlers called the cran- 


berry “ibimi” (bitter berry), the name given the fruit by the 


local Indians. The origin of the word cranberry is obscure. 
There is some reason to believe they were first called “crane 
berries” because cranes living in the salt marsh bogs ate them. 


Still another story says the bud and stem (not the fruit) of 
the cranberry resemble the head and neck of a crane. They 
were also once known as “bounce berries” because their ripe- 
ness was tested, and still is, by their ability to bounce. What- 
ever, these beautiful marsh “rubies” are now in season in great 

vindance, fresh or frozen. Frozen berries will keep as long as 


a year in the freezer.

A re sweet potatoes and yams the 
same thing?

Of 
the hundreds of varieties of sweet 
potatoes, the two we see in our 
markets are the soft orange-col- 
ored ones that are often mistaken-

the New Cookbooks 


From the flood of new cookbooks appearing this 
fall, we have selected those of special interest and 


picked typical recipes for our cookbook sampler. 


A highly imaginative and appealing cookbook has come out of 
the firehouses of San Francisco. Like the firemen of many Amer- 
ican cities, the ones in the Bay City share the duty of preparing 
a daily meal in the firehouse, one man being chef for the day. 
The resulting cuisine is as varied as the chefs’ nationalities, 
but there is one common denominator: All dishes have to meet 
the approval of many demanding men. Outstanding recipes have 
been compiled into San Francisco Firehouse Favorites, a joint 
effort by Tony Calvello, Bruce Harlow, Georgia Sackett, and 
Shirley Sarvis to be published in November (Bobbs Merrill, 
$8.50 until Dec. 31st; $10. thereafter). Reflecting the hearty 
appetites of the men, the book abounds in meat recipes, especial- 
ly ones requiring a Dutch oven. We've chosen two. 

One of the firemen, Rene Codis of Engine Company No. 40, 
known as “The Frenchman,” has an especially imaginative way 
with food. Inspired by the Italian veal dish cima, he dreamed 
up another marvelous meat compound: pork roast stuffed with 
sweet Italian sausages (pork spiced with white wine, anise, 
sugar, garlic, ete.). He handles it as a regular pork roast— 
potatoes browned with it, applesauce served on the side. 

The two requirements are: 1. a source of sweet spiced Italian 
sausages, and 2. a butcher who likes to experiment and to carry 


out special wishes. 


A Remarkable Roast 


Ask your butcher to bone a loin of pork, replace 
‘the bone with Italian anise sausages in casings, 
roll, and tie. Roast as a regular pork roast. (Roast 
a 3-pound roast for 24% hours in a 325° oven.) 
Allow to stand for about 15 minutes before carving. 
Makes 6 servings.

The most international of the cookbooks appearing this fall 
is one simply called Cook Book by Stella Standard (Horizon 
Press. $9.95). But don’t let the simplicity of the title mislead 
you. This gem of a cookbook has over 800 tested recipes, basic 
and elaborate, that are favorites both home and abroad. An 
added delight is the group of recipes from great American and 
European chefs. You'll find Cook Book a good addition to your 
library. Here are two recipes from it: 


Sole Albert

put a slice of ham and a slice of Mozzarella, fold 
over, and fasten with a toothpick. Dip the meat in 
beaten egg, then in crumbs mixed with the cheese 
and a little chopped parsley. Brown the meat on 
both sides in a mixture of oil and butter about 5 
minutes, then cover and steam 2 minutes. Serve 
immediately, 1 to a person. 


The Art of British Cooking by Theodora FitzGibbon (Double- 
day, $4.95) combines the best traditional and modern recipes 
with sound culinary advice to disprove the notion that the British 
Isles are without a distinciive cuisine. The story behind the 
recipe is often given, as in the one we reprint below.

These cakes are sold around Coventry and War- 
wickshire for New Year's Day; they are also given 
to godchildren by their godparents for their birth- 
days. They vary in size from 6 to 18 inches.

Combine the flour and salt and mix to a pliable 
paste with the water. It should be neither sticky 
nor dry. Turn it out onto a floured board and knead 
lightly until smooth, roll out to an oblong shape. 
Press out the butter until it is not quite half the 
size of the pastry, put it on top, and fold over the 
other half. Press the edges well together, roll out 
to the same thickness as before, then fold in thirds. 
Do this twice more, but the last time roll it out to 
about a '<” thickness. Cut out 3-cornered pieces of 
pastry, place the mincemeat in the center, and place 
another piece of pastry on top, moistening the edges 
to make them stick. Press them well together, and 
make 1 or 2 cuts on the top, then bake in a very 
hot oven (425°) on a greased baking sheet for 
about 15 minutes. When cooked, glaze the top with 
the egg white, stifly beaten, and dust with the sugar. 
Return to the oven for 3 minutes. Place on a rack 
until cold. Serves 6. 

Banbury Cakes, and Eccles Cakes are now made in 
a similar way except that chopped peel, spice, and 
currants are used as a filling. Originally Eccles 
Cakes were made with black currants and chopped 
mint leaves, but now it is only dried currants.

have the quality of unforgettable delight. 


It was 3 A.M. Only the barest light came from the 
stubs of flickering candles. A waning moon hung in 
the sky. The pianist closed the piano, and the bass 
player carried off his big bass baby. The sound of 
the last car faded away in the distance. A lone waiter 
stacked used glasses. The party was over and done. 

Had it been a success? Did everyone have a good 
time? The exhausted host and hostess sat quietly in a 
corner and wondered. All through the evening they 
had been on their feet seeing to their guests’ pleasures, 
working as hard as two headwaiters in a busy night 
club. Obviously they had done a fine job because 
their guests lingered on and on, 

Why had this been such a good party? They knew 
it had been. You can smell the sweet smell of a suc- 
cessful party the minute you enter the room. This was 
a WOW! a smash! a cracker-jack! a wineding! a ball! 
a swingeroo! It took off without a count-down. People 
danced as if they had just discovered their feet. 
Friends flirted as if they'd never seen each other be- 
fore. Strangers met and stayed together. The guests 
laughed like children, lighthearted and lightheaded. 
The tired host and hostess knew they had done it. but 
didn’t know why. They sat there, sipping one for the 
long road upstairs, discussing it, trying to break a 
magical evening down into a formula so that they 
could do it again.

This turned everyone’s natural feeling for cele- 
bration into a much stronger one. It was not just 
another night. Individuality and a strong personal 
touch flavored the evening. A party given for no 


reason is as stale as a glass of flat wine. A party is a 


party is a party, but if it is given because the host and 
hostess are personally and emotionally involved, then 
it turns out to be a Party, capital P. Happiness is 
very catching. 

This host and hostess were celebrating one of the 
most important days in their life, their son’s birthday. 
Each year, to show how deeply happy they were, they 
shared this day with their friends. Each year people 
looked forward to it for months, put the day aside, 
and each year it was enjoyed more, as sentiment and 
nostaleia hung their beautiful robes on its back. They 
pulled out all the stops for this party, their party 
of the year. They arranged a magnificent scene for 
pleasure, delicious food and fine wines for midnight 
supper, music with a pulse-arousing beat, everything 
that makes a party go-go-go. This party had truly be- 
come a tradition. 

Tradition must start somewhere. Why not with a 
party? Some of the most talked about yearly parties 
in this country have become custom for a certain 
group of people. The reasons why these celebrations 
are given are myriad. 

One of the most famous on the East Coast was to 
celebrate a wedding anniversary. For years, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Shipman Payson gave a wildly beautiful 
costume party at their estate in Manhasset, New York. 
One year guests were advised to come as a song; in 
another, as a book; in another, as a play. Guests 
worked on costumes for months in advance, some even 
in advance of an invitation. Everyone fought to outdo 
each other with either wit or beauty, and the results 
were brilliant. People promenaded over velvety lawns 
from one patio to another, looking fully as exqui- 
site as peacocks walking the lawns at an 18th-century 
fete. 

On Christmas Eve in Palm Beach, Mr. and Mrs. 
I. B. McLean hold a Christmas-tree-trimming dinner 
party for those who will not have a tree. Parents with 
grown children, people without children, bachelors, 
and unmarried girls all gather around a bare tree, 
and, while they sip cocktails, hang ornaments until 
the tree is a thing of beauty. After dinner, friends 


who have been at home trimming trees for their chil- 
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dren and assembling impossible toys drop by for a 
cup of Christmas cheer among palm trees and tinsel 
icicles. For many it is a very lonely night turned into 
a very lovely one. 

The Christmas season in New York, when Fifth 
Avenue sparkles like a long-lighted satin ribbon and 
the spirit of Christmas imbues everyone with a feeling 
of love, is Mr. and Mrs. Edmund C. Lynch’s favorite 
time to entertain their close friends with their chil- 
dren.

Martin Bookspan. reviewer, 
critic, and Director 

of Programming for WOXR, 
New York, tells why he 
believes music worth playing 
is worth paying attention 

to. and lists some favorite 


records to share with guests 
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What Mr. Webster has to say about “entertainment” 
(as listed under the third definition in my dictionary) 
is of enormous importance today, and worth quoting 
in full: “The amusement, pleasure, or instruction de- 
rived from conversation, oratory, music, dramatic 
performances, etc.; the pleasure which the mind re- 
ceives from anything which holds or arrests the atten- 
tion.” The italics are mine, because this is the very 
point so, often corrupted in contemporary society. 

One need only enter the nearest elevator, doctor’s 
office, or hotel lobby to realize that all around us 
music is used as a tranquilizer. It is scientifically 
programmed to dull the senses and anesthetize the lis- 
tener rather than to entertain by arresting attention. 
Such non-music does a great disservice to the real 
thing. 

I have a theory that the Music of the Absurd, so 
prominent in contemporary concert music, is nothing 
more than the desperate attempt of unimaginative 
composers to induce some kind of reaction—even 
negative—in a listener who finds himself assaulted on 
all sides by the “wallpaper music” that is so insidious 
a part of today’s environment. 

Wallpaper music exists purely as background, 
without calling attention to itself. But by its very 
omnipresence it is an irritating and distracting ele- 
ment. Worst of all is the ultimate effect: the listener 
turns off his ears in order not to hear it. Thus, the 
very nature of music is denied. 

Music must reach out and involve the listener. It 
must stimulate his senses and arouse response. As 
Shakespeare put it in the closing scene of The Mer- 
chant of Venice: Jessica says, in praise of music: “T 
am never merry when I hear sweet music.” To which 
Lorenzo, her lover, responds: ““The reason is, your 
spirits are attentive.” 

Because of our family interest in music, as well 
as my professional interest, music is often the focus 
of an evening’s entertainment. But when music is not 
featured, it is not played at all. We never play it as 
background to conversation, dining, or general con- 
viviality. The reason is quite simple: We respect both 
music and our guests too highly to dilute the pleasure 
of one with the other. 

For musical evenings we especially like to gather 
groups of friends to share the enjoyment of some 
new-found gem that has turned up among the re-

Of the recipes presented here. we sug- 
gest you serve perhaps three—one cold 
and two hot, or the other way around.

Codfish Balls 
With Chili Mustard Sauce 


Prepare one 2-ounce package shredded 
salt codfish as directed on the package. 
Set aside. 

Heat 11% cups water with 14 cup heavy 
cream to the boiling point only. Take 
off the heat and whip in the contents of 
one envelope instant mashed _ potatoes 
briskly. Combine thoroughly with the 
well-drained codfish. Add 1 whole egg. 
freshly ground white pepper to taste, and 
a dash of ground ginger. Depending on 
the saltiness of the cod. you should taste 
here for salt. Mix thoroughly. Refriger- 
ate until cool. 

When cold, make into balls about the 
size of walnuts, roll in fine. fresh bread 
crumbs, and refrigerate for at least 30 
minutes. Makes about 30 balls. 

Fry in deep fat heated to 400° F. on 
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the thermometer until brown and crusty 
all over—about 3 to 4 minutes. Drain 
on paper towels. 

Serve piping hot with Chili Mustard 
Sauce: Gradually mix enough cold water 
into 1 tablespoon powdered mustard un- 
til creamy and completely smooth. Allow 
to stand for 10 minutes to ripen. Then 
combine with | cup chili sauce. If there 
isn't a pleasantly sharp “bite,” make 
and add a bit more mustard sauce. 


Cold Pastrami 


This delicious, cured beef, generally 
available in kosher markets, is crowned 
with whole peppercorns. 

Buy a piece weighing around 3 pounds. 
Place 1 cup of cold water in a heavy 
kettle with a rack and place the meat 
on the rack. Bring to a boil, then sim- 
mer very. very slowly for 3 hours. Don’t 
baste and don’t touch the surface of 
the meat or you will disturb the pep- 
percorns. 

Pierce with a fork to determine if 
meat is tender. Lift out of the pot with 
care, and cool. 

Serve at room temperature, carving 
against the grain in thin slices. Serve 
with a good sharp mustard.

Indispensable 


Viburnums 


From among this great and varied family of plants 


there are sure to be some that 


can make your garden more rewarding.

The viburnums are an extraordi- 
nary family, which includes some 
of our most beautiful and useful 
shrubs.

Perhaps your acquaintance with 
the family is limited to the old- 
fashioned Snowball Bush—the fine 
old performer that’s found in ey- 
ery small-town park and covers 
itself with bloom for the Memori- 
al Day parade. But there’s more 
to the viburnum family than this 
unique and interesting individual. 

Consider, if you will, some of 
the outstanding characteristics of 
others which should earn them a 
place on your garden shopping 
list! They have a surprising range 
of size. Some of the large ones 
make fine small trees. At least one 
(Viburnum opulus nanum) makes 
a splendid low and compact hedge, 
and Viburnum davidi is 
spreading shrub that can be used 
as a ground cover. Some of them 
can be used to espalier on a wall. 

Most have lovely 
spring and summer foliage which, 
i many varieties, turns to_bril-

liant colors in the fall. Many have 
showy fragrant clusters of flow- 
ers in spring and summer, and 
bright berries at the end of the 
season. Branches can be cut to 
bring in the house at any time of 
the year. 

The fruits of some are edible, 
and the highbush cranberry (V. 
trilobum) is used as a substitute 
for cranberries. 

As if these admirable qualities 
were not enough, the viburnums 
are not particular about soil or 
exposure. Although some prefer 
light shade, and nearly all do 
better with plenty of moisture at 
the roots, they don’t insist on 
these conditions. They will grow 
well nearly everywhere. 

They are hardy, handsome in 
form, easy to grow, transplant 
readily, and are bothered by few 
insects or diseases. Only one cul- 
tural precaution is necessary. The 
viburnums have an unusual sus- 
ceptibility to dusts and sprays 
that contain sulphur. It can cause 
black spots and perhaps the loss 
of foliage. If you must use a fun- 
gicide around viburnums, it’s best

Bulk Scotches are generally 
quite light, containing a high 
proportion of grain whiskies. 
‘Their drawback is the variation 
of taste you may encounter, and 
occasionally a variation in qual- 
ity. Its something one must be

aware of when offering bulk 


Scotch to guests. Scotch that is 
bottled in Scotland will say so on 
the label. The words “distilled 
and blended in Scotland” are not 
enough. If you do find a bulk 
Scotch that’s to your liking, it’s 
a good idea to order more from 
the same shipment immediately. 


a. the other end of the scale 
from the bulks are the Single 
Malts. They are the aristocrats of 
Seotch whisky: full-bodied, full- 
flavored, with a satisfying round- 
ness that Scotch fanciers call 
“meaty.” A Single Malt is, quite 
logically, the product of a single 
distillery: It is not blended with 
other malt whiskies, nor, of 
course, with grains. 

There is not too much Single 
Malt Scotch bottled for sale to 
the public, but there seems to be 
a small but growing fraternity 
of connoisseurs who are eager to 
buy all that’s available. Five 
brands of Singles are imported 
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with some degree of regularity— 
Macallan-Glenlivet, Glenfarclas- 
Glenlivet, The Glenlivet, Glen 
Grant-Glenlivet, and Grant’s Glen- 
fiddich. The old names have a roll 
and ring . . . evoking images of 
burns, bogs, and heather. 

Many reasons have been ad- 
vanced for the new-found popu- 
Scotch:

larity of fashion (or 
notion (mistaken) that Scotch is 
less punishing than other whis- 
kies; returning servicemen and 
tourists who had developed a taste 
for Seotch whisky while in Eu- 
rope: and the readily apparent 
change in the spirit itself. A great 
many new Scotch drinkers are 
younger people, perhaps uncer- 
tain of their tastes, and women, 
who favor the light blends now 
available. 

You find that people talk about 
their brands and preference in 
Scotch whisky. Any given group 
will turn up advocates for a vari- 
ety of different 
staunchly defending their particu- 
lar choice. And while one bottle 


brands—all 


of Scotch in the home bar is cer- 
tainly adequate, the thoughtful 
hostess could conceivably offer 
three or four different kinds if 


she’s entertaining a conclave of 


Scotch drinkers. Let’s say a bottle 
of light—J & B, Black & White 
Extra Light, or Vat 69 Gold on 
one side of the light line, Dewar’s, 
Grant’s, 100 Pipers. or Cutty Sark 
on the other; then one of the full- 
er blends, which range from Teach- 
ers and White Horse to Johnnie 
Walker Red and Ballantine’s: per- 
haps a premium-priced Scotch like 
Chivas Regal or Haig & Haig 
Pinch; and finally a Single Malt 
for those who might enjoy trying 
a really full-bodied Scotch. 

Not only are more people drink- 
ing Scotch, but they are doing so 
in a greater variety of situations 
—hbefore lunch or dinner, for the 
cocktail hour, at parties and pic- 
nics, during the evening while 
rooting for the home team on TY. 

Bartenders in better places re- 
port a marked increase in calls 
for Scotch-based cocktails. At one 
time the Rob Roy, essentially a 
Scotch Manhattan, was the Scotch 
cocktail, the only other mixed 
drink requested being the Scotch 
highball. Now we have at least 
three versions of the Rob Roy, 


plus many other cocktails.

The 
Whisky-Mac, of English origin, 
has adherents among golfers and 
skiers, and the Scotch Milk 
Punch is an appetizing brunch- 
time choice. (Recipes for these 
and other drinks are given later. ) 
You can expect to see more 
aged Scotch in the future. Dis- 
tillers are beginning to catch up 
with current demand, and are set- 
ting some whisky stocks aside for 
longer maturing. It’s well to re- 
member that age itself is no in- 
dication of quality. The grain 
whiskies, for instance, benefit 
very little from aging—the malts, 
by and large, benefit substantial- 
ly. Whisky does not age at all 
once it goes into the bottle. 
Scotch whisky coming into the 
States is required to be at least 
three years old, and in practice 
is aged a minimum of four years 
in the cask. Extra aging will not 
do too much for the light blends. 
Even the malt whiskies do not 
continue to improve indefinitely 
in the cask. They turn woody or 
“casky” after they pass their 
prime—usually about 15 years. 
There are exceptions—rare Scotch 
whiskies aged 20 or even 30 years 
with depth of taste, polish, and

To roast, place crown on a rack 


in roasting pan and roast, uncov- 
ered, in a preheated 450°F. oven 
for 15 to 20 minutes, then reduce 
heat to 350°F. and roast another 
hour. The cooked lamb should be 
pink when served.

W hy is plum pudding called plum pudding, since it’s made 
without plums? It

Probably no single theme in literature, history, or religion 
has inspired more music than Christmas. Settings of the Christmas 
liturgy, secular music on the theme of the Christmas story, and 
joyous holiday pieces have been written by the greatest composers 
and by anonymous ones, representing all periods and all styles. 

There is Christmas music for virtually every imaginable per- 
forming combination and every mood, ranging from the majestic 
splendor of Handel’s Messiah and the jubilant trumpets and 
drums of Bach’s Christmas Oratorio and Vivaldi’s Gloria to the 
hushed intimacy of “Silent Night.” 

On records, now, one may sample Christmas music from as far 
back as the 10th and 11th Centuries, in the form of the old 
Gregorian Chant masses and vespers for Christmastide. The rich 
tradition of English carols may be traced back to those composed 
by John Dunstable and King Henry VI more than 500 years 


ago. Before Bach and Handel, Heinrich Schiitz composed a 





work that is still too little-known but well worth investigating 
his Christmas Story (Weithnachts-Historie), whose full title, in 
translation, is The History of the Most Joyful and Glorious Birth 
of the Son of God and Mary, Jesus Christ.

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Candied Fruit Peels 


To candy orange. grapefruit. or lemon 
peel. choose fruit that is free from any 
blemishes. 

Using a potato peeler, shave the rind 
off the fruit—very thin, in pieces as large 
as possible. Then cut the peel into thin 
strips. Cover with water, bring to a boil. 
drain. Repeat three times. The fourth 
time, cook the peel. after it comes to a 
boil. 15 minutes. Drain thoroughly. 

Combine 11% cups sugar and 1! cups 
water, add peel. and cook over low heat 
about 45 minutes, until syrup has almost 
evaporated (this amount of syrup is 
sufficient for the peel from 8 large navel 
oranges. 8 large grapefruit. or 12 large 
lemons). Keep an eye out while syrup 
cooks down so peel doesn’t stick to pan 
and scorch.

Lift out of the 
oil with a slotted spoon and drain on 
paper towels. 

Mix together 1 tablespoon celery salt.

Melt about two-thirds of the 
butter in heavy saucepan and 
sauté the chicken livers (don't 
crowd the pan) until golden, tak- 
ing care not to overcook. Melt 
remaining butter in another pan 
and sauté onions until transparent 
but not brown. (You can add a 
little water to the pan and cook 
until it boils away; this is the 
easy way to sauté onions without 
browning. ) 

Put the livers. onion, and eggs 
through a meat grinder, using the 
finest blade. Add sherry, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Then blend 
at low speed in the electric 
blender until you have a smooth, 
suave mixture. 

Spoon into a l-quart terrine (or 
two 2-cup terrines) ; smooth sur- 
face with a spatula. Chill. Mean- 
while, have ready consommé that 
is of the consistency of egg white. 
Take the terrine from the refrig- 
erator, cut the truffles into thin 
slices and make a design on top: 
then spoon the consommé over 
the truffles. Place in refrigerator 
until aspic is firm, or until you 
carry the terrine proudly to the 
recipient. 

If truffles seem extravagant. 
even for Christmas, you can make 
a pretty design with black olives. 


Snowballs 


1 cup (4-ounce can) walnuts 
2 cups (4 sticks) butter 
1 egg yolk 

1, cup sugar 

2 tablespoons Cognac 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

6 cups sifted cake flour

Grind the nuts in an electric 
blender or grate them very fine.

with sifted confectioners’ sugar. 
When cool, lift off cookie sheets 
carefully.

Almond Brittle 


1 cup or a 5-ounce can slivered, 
toasted almonds 
1 cup granulated sugar 
cup light brown sugar, packed 
down 
2 tablespoons water 
1 cup butter (2 sticks), melted 
Vy teaspoon baking soda 
Butter an 8- by 12-inch pan gen- 
erously, then spread the nuts over 
the bottom so they lie flat. Add 
both sugars and the 2 tablespoons 
water to the melted butter. in a 
heavy pan, mixing thoroughly. 
Bring to a boil, stirring constant- 
ly. Continue to cook over mod- 
erate heat, without stirring. until 
mixture reaches 300° F. on the 
thermometer or the “hard-crack” 
stage. Keep a sharp eye on the 
candy to make sure it doesn’t 
stick to the pan and scorch. Take 
off the heat and stir in the soda. 
Pour over the nuts carefully. 
Cool. When cold, turn out of pan 
and break into pieces. Makes 
14% pounds 
To present, pack in a box lined 
with either foil or Saran and a

Sugarplums 


Soak 1 package (1 pound) tender- 
ized prunes overnight in enough 
port to cover. 

Have ready some commercial 
almond paste and blanched, whole 
almonds. Slit the prunes down 
one side with a small, sharp knife. 
and very carefully cut out the pit, 
cutting around it, taking care not 
to break the skin or pulp any 
more than you can help. 

Take about 14 teaspoon or so of 
almond paste and wrap it around 
1 whole blanched almond. Mold it 
with your hands into a little tube. 
so almond is completely covered. 
Place in the center of the prune 
and wrap the prune around it. 
Allow to dry overnight on a rack. 

The following day, roll in gran- 
ulated sugar until completely 
frosted.

In giving prints you are not 
limited to the wide range of mod- 
ern works—from abstract to rep- 
resentational—you can also choose 
from old prints. The low prices 
of some of these antique works 
are surprising, and print shops 
and galleries are worth haunting 
to uncover a less-than-masterpiece 
that is satisfying to look at and 
to own. 

Art posters also find favor with 
graphics fans. They can be di- 
vided into two main categories: 
the commercial and the original. 

The important difference be- 
tween the two is that the commer- 
cial poster is turned out photo- 
mechanically and the artist’s orig- 
inal is reproduced by hand. It is 
the low price of the commercial 
poster — generally under $15 
that commends it to many col- 
lectors, and when it is well print- 
ed on a fine paper, the commercial 
poster looks remarkably like its 
more valuable counterpart. The 
art work may consist of a repro- 
duction of a painting or print, or 
an original design or drawing. 

Less expensive than commercial 
posters are copies of commercial 
posters. Usually these are not a 
wise purchase because. in gen- 
eral, only on the original run of 
a poster are the colors as true 
and the lines as crisp as the art- 
ist’ intended. 

One of New York’s largest se- 
lections of commercial posters 
can be seen at Wittenborn & Co.. 
1018 Madison Avenue. Most of 
the collection is French, and such 
names as Picasso and Mir6é are 
represented. Prices go from $3.50 
to $30. 

A few New York City art gal- 
leries sell posters created by art- 
ists to publicize their own shows. 
Among them are the Leo Castelli 
Gallery, 4 East 77th Street. and 
Terry Dintenfass Inc.. 18 East 
67th Street, New York, N.Y. 

A broad range of such artists’ 
posters can be ordered by mail 
from Poster Originals Limited, 
145 East 79th Street, N.Y.C. 

Graphic works require only sim- 
ple, inexpensive frames, or they 
may be stored in portfolios and 
changed often, but besides these 
obvious supplementary advan- 
tages, they offer a further advan- 
tage at Christmas time: A graphic 
work can be rolled into a mail- 
ing tube, brightly wrapped. and 
stuffed into a stocking or hung on 
the Christmas tree.

CHRISTMAS TREES THAT WILL LIVE ON

There are some good trees other 
than those shown on pages 162 
and 163 that will live happily in- 
doors for a few days before moy- 
ing outside. The Austrian pine 
and white pine are almost as de- 
pendable as the Scotch pine shown 
in the drawing. They are all sim- 
ilar in appearance. 

The white fir (Abies concolor), 
is another good choice, as is the 
Hatfield yew. The upright yew is 
interestingly different. It has a 
less conical shape than the typical 
Christmas tree. The English holly 
shown in the drawing is not de- 
pendably hardy north of New 
York City, in the cold areas of 
the Midwest, or at higher eleva- 
tions. For these colder climates, 
the American holly (Ilex opaca) 
is a better choice. Keep in mind 
that all hollys need rather heavy 
soil, on the acid side, and the 
English holly requires protection 
from the wind when planted in 
exposed locations. 


Le finally, on the subject of 
hollys, the one you buy will doubt- 
less have berries. It will not, how- 
ever, produce berries outside un- 
less there is a male pollinator 
within 200 feet or so. A small 
male holly is not expensive, and 
could be planted next spring to 
insure berries in the future. 
The local nurserymen are the 
most dependable source of living 
Christmas trees. They know which 
varieties are hardy in their area. 
The trees they sell are balled and 
burlapped as on pages 162-163. 
Prices vary from about $10 to $50 
depending upon size and species. 
The earth ball around a good 
root system is quite heavy. A four- 
to-six-foot tree may weigh 175 
to 200 pounds. Some nurseries de- 
liver them wrapped in plastic and 
recommend putting them in a tub 
or box for their time in the house. 
If the root ball is frozen when 
you get it, it’s best to warm it up 
gradually at moderate tempera- 


up to six feet tall. The handles 
make it relatively easy to carry. 

When decorated in the house. 
the tub is with 
boughs or bunting. If the tree is 


camouflaged 


on a wood floor, put it on an old 
piece of carpet to keep the tub 
from making a ring. 


PP T the tree in the coolest place 


in the room. If near a radiator, 
it is not likely to survive. While 
it’s in the house, water the top 
of the root ball daily. A 
or two should keep the earth moist 


quart 


but not soggy. It’s also helpful to 
spray the tree with a gentle mist 
of water before decorating. The 
moisture in a living tree makes 
it the safest kind to have. A week 
is about as long as a living tree 
should be kept in the house—ten 
days at most. If kept too long, it 
wont live outdoors. 

Tree lights should stand away 
from the branches to keep the hot 
bulbs from burning the needles. 
Sprayed-on glue or snow is also 
harmful to live trees. 

When the tree is planted out- 
side, dig a hole deep enough to 
bring the top of the root ball even 
with the ground. Lift the tree 
gently out of the tub and set it 
firmly in the hole. Leave the bur- 
lap around the ball. Fill the hole 
with loose top soil and tamp it 
down well. Water thoroughly and 
cover the root area with 3 or 4 
inches of mulch. 

Special note for those who live 
where ground freezes in Decem- 
ber. To avoid the problem of dig- 
ging a hole in frozen ground to 
plant the tree, put down a heavy 
mulch where it is to go before the 
ground begins to freeze. 

Use wood chips, sawdust, salt 
hay. or a pile of leaves with soil 
or branches on top to keep them 
from blowing away. Make the pile 
3 to 4 feet in diameter and about 
a foot deep. When it’s time to 
plant the tree, set the mulch aside 


and the soil will be soft and easy

Fantastique and Damnation de 
Faust, produced the delicate L’En- 
fance du Christ, an oratorio on an 
intimate rather than grand scale, 
characterized by unpretentious- 
ness and charm. 

One of the happiest traditions, 
as fresh today as during the Ren- 
aissance, is the blend of “popu- 
lar” and “serious” music in for- 
mal works that incorporate well- 
known carols, songs. and hymns. 
One of the most stunning of all 
Christmas records is a Deutsche 
Archive dise that 
offers Ten Christmas Carols in 


Grammophon 


Arrangements from the Time of 
Practorius. In some of these car- 
ols, the respective verses have 
been set by as many as seven dif- 
ferent composers of Praetorius’ 
time (c. 1600). The sequence is 


filled with fanfares and inter- 
ludes played on such ancient in- 
struments as the zink. pommer, 
dulcian, and krummhorn, and the 
variety of the performing ensem- 
bles is astonishing. 

One of the ten carols in this 
collection is performed by a huge 
choirs, 


eroup comprising four 


four recorders, four violas da 
gamba. four trombones, a wind 
quartet. two organs, lute, harpsi- 
chord, and offstage trumpets and 
drums. Another is an aflectingly 
simple setting for solo soprano 
and krummhorn. Quite apart from 
its appropriateness at Christmas- 
time. the record is an irresistible 
sampling of Renaissance music, 
without a trace of pedantic dull- 
ness. 

\ more extended single exam- 
ple from 17th-century France is 
the exquisite Petite Messe de 
Vinuit (Little Midnight Mass) of 
Mare-Antoine Charpentier, which 
quotes French carols of the period 
between the sections of the mass. 

In our own time, Benjamin 
Britten has created a lovely Cere- 
mony of Carols for boys choir 
and harp (sometimes sung by 
women instead of boys). and the 
late Arthur Honegger left. as his 
last completed work, Une Cantate 
de Noel (A Christmas Cantata), 
in which timeless German. French. 
and Latin hymns (yes. including 
“Silent Night”) intermingle in a 
swirling setting for children’s and 
adult choruses with large orches- 
tra. The Cantate de Noel, a fitting 
capstone to a life of creativity. 
may well prove to be the work by 
which Honegger is most vividly 
remembered. for. in its decep- 


tively simple way. it mirrors both 


the wonder of childhood and the 
questing hopes of the centuries 
with a poignancy even our own 
sophisticated age cannot resist. 


In the realm of instrumental ' 


music, many of the Italian ba- 
roque composers wrote Christmas 
concertos, several of which have 
remained in (or recently returned 
to) the active repertoire. The 
identifying characteristic of a 
Christmas concerto is a_ broad 
pastorale, usually the final move- 
ment, in gently rocking siciliana 
rhythm, an affectionate tonal de- 
piction of the night of Jesus’ 
birth and the lullaby of the Vir- 
gin. The best-known example is 
the glowing Christmas Concerto of 
Corelli, but others by Manfredini. 
Locatelli, and Torelli have he- 
come familiar and all four of 
these charming works may be 
had together on a single record. 
In addition to the music al- 
ready mentioned and such operas

as Gian Carlo Menotti’s 


Korsakov’s Christmas Eve, and 
Tchaikovsky's Vakula the Smith, 
the Christmas tradition in music 
includes many works that have 
no direct textual or programmatic 
connection with Christmas but 


which were composed as Christ- 
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mas gifts anc/or have become 
established as Christmastime fa- 
vorites. One of these is the ingra- 
tiating Siegfried Idyll of Wagner, 
a lullaby-serenade in much the 
same vein as the Italian Christ- 
mas concertos. It was Wagner's 
gift to his wife Cosima (Liszt's 
daughter) and their firstborn son 
on Christmas Day of 1870, a deli- 
cate weaving together of themes 
from Der Ring des Nibelungen.

The Nutcracker, with its Christ- 


Tchaikovsky's 
mas setting, was composed as a 
gift for children, and so was 
Humperdinck’s opera Hédnsel und 
Gretel. Humperdinck at first 
hadn't even intended Hénsel und 
Gretel for public performance: 
he wrote it as a lavish gilt for his 
sister’s children. 

Leopold Mozart, father of the 
incomparable Wolfgang Amadeus, 
wrote a good deal of music for 
children, using toy instruments. 
Whether any of these works were 
meant especially for Christmas is 
hard to say, but there couldn't be 
a better time to investigate the 
pleasures of A Musical Sleighride 
and the Cassatio in G, both avail- 
able on the same record. Sleigh- 
ride includes sleigh bells and
